OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R ) — Israel has told 12 
Palestinian families in a West Bank village on the out- 
skirts of Jerusalem that their homes will be demolished 
because they were built without permits, a Palestinian 
human rights group said on Saturday. The Palestinian 
Society for the Protection of Human Rights and the 
Environment accused Israel of trying to "eliminate the 
native Arab population in Jerusalem.'* It said the hous- 
es, located in Sur Baher village which straddles the 
occupied West Bank, were slated to be demolished in 
October. Israeli officials were unavailable for com- 
ment. ‘"Over the last month, 12 families from the vil- 
lage of Sur Baher in southern Jerusalem received 
demolition orders against their bouses for having no 
building permits, threatening to displace some 20 peo- 
ple." the human rights group said.

THE ARAB LEAGUE on Sat- 
urday snongly condemned 
“foreign interference" in Iraq 
and expressed concern about 
the county's independence 
and sovereignty. 

"The council expresses its 
extreme concern tecause of 
the foreign interference that 
threatens the unity, .security 
and territory of Iraq." the 
league's ministerial council 
said in a statement after meet- 
ing here. The league also 
underlined its “strong condem- 
nation of the interference by 
some neighbouring countries 
in the internal affairs of an 
Arab state member of the Arab 
League Council." 

The Arab League said that it 
would “completely rally 
around the fraternal Iraqi peo- 
ple and work to end their suf- 
fering.” 

“The council calls for the 
rapid implementation of U.N. 
Resolution 986,” allowing 
Iraq, which has been under an 
economic embargo since it 
invaded Kuwait in 1990, to 
sell a limited amount of oil ro 
buy badly needed food and 
m^idnes. the statement 
added. 

The statement made no spe- 
cific mention of the United 


Slates or its buiid-up of forces 
in Kuwait for a possible strike 
against Iraq, but the words 
were clearly aimed at Wash- 
ington. 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Said 
El Sahhaf said he was “com- 
pletely saaslred" by the state- 
ment, adding that “it lacked 
nothing.” 

“Everyone's committed to 
the unity and sovereign^, of. 
Iraq. The theme of the session 
was the unity of all Arab ranks, 
rejecting the partition of Iraq.” 
Lebanese Foreign Minister 
Paris Bouez told reporters 
after the meeting. 

Even Foreign Minister 
Sheikh Sabah Al Ahmad AI 
Sabah of Kuwait, Iraq's 
staunchest foe in the region, 
endorsed the consensus. “We 
are the people most committed 
to the coherence of Iraq... we 
cannot accept the partition of 
Iraq," he said. 

But Sheikh Sabah also 
defended Kuwait's right to call 
in U.S. forces to defend 
against any possible Iraqi 
attacks. 

“We hope that reason will 
prevail so that what happened 
In 1990 {the Iraqi invasion of 
Kuwait) doesn't happen... Isn't 
it my right to defend myself?" 
he told reporters. 

In public speeches at the 
start ^ the meeting lii Cairo. 


the foreign ministers of 
Tunisia and Algeria criticised 
the United States by implica- 
tion for using force in response 
to an offensive by a Kurdish 
group backed by the Iraqi gov- 
emmenL 

The U.S. missile aetacks lost 
week on Iraq have won little 
suppon in the .Arab world and 
there is widespread sympathy 
.for the Baghd^ government's 
argument that it has every right 
to use its forces in the 
autonomous Kurdish north. 

‘Tunisia asserts once again 
that the sovereignty and terri- 
torial inviolability of ail states 
in the region must be respect- 
ed, especially at a time when 
there are increasing threats to 
the unity and sovereignQr of 
Iraq,** said Tunisian Foreign 
Minister H^ib Ben Yahya. 

“We call on all parties to 
restrain themselves and avoid 
the use of military ftMce and 
any descent into the vortex of 
vioIence...which might be dif- 
ficult to control," he added. 

Algerian Foreign Minister 
Ahmed Attaf, whose country is 
taking over the Arab League 
chairmanship for the next six 
months, said Iraq was the vic- 
tim of foreign military moves. 

"Algeria has condemned Uie 
(U.S.) attack, the use of force 
and the interevention in Iraq's 
internal affairs," he added. 


Arafat says Israel is 
faking peace efforts 


CAIRO (Agencies) — 
Palestinian President Yass- 
er Arafat complained to an 
emergency Arab League 
meeting on Saturday Aat 
Israel was only play-acting 
at peace and was not seri- 
ous about implementing 
agreements it had made 
with the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO). 

“There is an impasse not 
only on the Palestinian 
track but the Syrian and 
Lebanese tracks, where 
nothing has been imple- 
mented concerning the 
agreements signed and 
agreed upon,” Mr. Arafat 
told reporters at the end of 
the meeting. 

“There is an attempt only 
to make a political show, to 
give the impression that 
there is a tendency from the 
Israelis to move in the right 
direction, while on the 
^und there is nothing 
concrete in our hands," he 
added. 

Mr. Arafat requested the 
extraordinary Arab League 
meeting to air his griev- 


ances against the right- 
wing Israeli government of 
Prime Minister Benyamin 
Netanyahu, which came to 
power afer elections in 
May. 

“Tliis was an important 
opportunity to put my Arab 
brothers in the picture 
reganhng the dangerous 
circumstances that we are 
going through and that 
directly affect the peace 
process,” Mr. Arafat smd. 

“I also told them about 
attempts by Israel to freeze 
implementation of what 
was agreed upon and its 
(Israel's) making do with 
meetings that ody have a 
politic^ facade. This puts 
the peace process in real 
danger." 

Mr. Arafat said his speech 
focused on Jerusalem, 
Israel’s refusal to withdraw 
i^m the West Bank town 
of Hebron, the fate of 
Palestinian refugees, safe 
passage ways between the 
self-rule areas and Palestin- 
ian prisoners. These ore 
some of the stickiest issues 


on the Palestinian-Israeli 
negotiating table. 

Arab L^gue Secretary 
General &mat Abdul 
Meguid said he shared Mr. 
Arafat’s pessimism because 
the “prospects for the peace 
process arc very, very nega- 
tive,” 

‘'We are supporters of the 
peace process. But it must 
be a just and comprehen- 
sive peace and not Israeli 
hegemony and provocation. 
We completely reject such 
things," he said. 

'*We are talking about 
dangerous issues. The cur- 
rent Israeli govenuneni is 
violating all agreements 
reached by the previous 
government. Netanyahu's 
government will bear the 
results of such a position. 
We are not fooled by talk 
but look out for action," 
Mr. Abdul Meguid told a 
news conference with Mr. 
ArafaL

U.N. says 
30,000 
Kurdish 
refugees 
in Iran

THE LJNITED NATIONS 
Conunissiem for Refugees 
(UNHCR) said on Saturday an 
team hud so far found 
nbout K).000 Kurdish refugees 
from recent fighdng in Iraq in 
camps on the Imnion side of the 
border. 

Spokeswoman Judith Melby 
said in Geneva ihe team, sent to 
assess the needs of the refugees 
under an emergency UNHCR 
operation, had been impressed 
with arrangements made by the 
Iranian Red Crescent Society in 
setting up die camps. 

Citing the UNHCR represen- 
radve in Ibhran, Roger Vivarie, 
she said the group had visited 
four of the five camps where the 
Iranian authcoides say there are a 
total of around 40.000 people 
from nonhem and western areas 
of haq. 

“Ws think that total is about 
righL" said ^ Melb^. 

The UNHCR has assigned 
$3.6 mitlion from its emergency 
fund to provide shelter, food and 
medicines for the refugees. 

' Tnc^unps lri ihnre Iranian areas 
bondering on northern Iraq, some 
refugees had brcught with them 
some of (heir own suppfies'and 
cooking equipment and appe- 
ared to he in relatively good 
health, the team repotted. 

Iraqi Kurds in these areas •— 
SandashL Cyramband and Bagb- 
magh — fled into Iran after a 
one of the two major Kurdish 
factions took control of most of 
northern Iraq over the past two 
weeks with backing from the 
Baghdad govemmenL 

But bfr. Vivarie reported that 
Kurds in a canq? in Iran’s Ker- 
manshah province which bor- 
ders an area of Iraq aJw^s under 
government control appeared in 
much worse physical shape. Ms. 
Melby quoted him as saying 
(hey were showing signs of the 
effixts the five-year 

inlemationa] economic sanctions 
imposed on Iraq in the wake of 
hs brief seizure of Kuwait in 
1990. Many of them wre now 
returning to Iraq. 

It vras not immediately clear 
why Kurds from this area had 
oossed into Iran. 

But some have feared 
bomNng by the United States in 
retaliation for President Sadam 
Htissdn’s aedvides in the Kur- 
dish “safe haven" areas in the 
north, tbe spokeswoman said. 

On Friday. UNHCR spok- 
esman Rupert Colville said most 
of the Ku^ who had managed 
to CTOS into Iran — negodadng 
Iraqi minefields on the way — 
were sleqiing 'm the open, due to 
a serimis shortage of lenLS. 


Bosnians start voting in landmark elections 


SARAJEVO Bosni- 

ans began voting Saturday iii 
an election that will help 
determine the fate of their 
ravished land: reconciliation 
or dismemberment as the 
final act of a disastrous war. 

Polls opened at 7 ojd. 
(0500 GMT) across the 
country that was divided in 
two — a Musiim-Croat half 
and a Serb half — by last 
year’s Dayton peace agree- 
ment to end 3 1/2 years of 
war. 

The elections were intend- 
ed to bind the two halves 
toeether with a weak central 
g()N’ernmeni, and ensure that 
the Serbs were not able to 
achieve their war aim of 

secession. 

Hea%'v rain and clouds 
appear^ to be lifting in the 
early morning hours across 
Bosnia. No Ixouble was 
reported initially. 


A North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation (NATO)-demo- 
lition team blew up a land- 
mine found on a main road 
near the central Bosnian 
town of Bugojno. 

The road was not one of tiie 
19 high-security routes rec- 
ommended to voters cross- 
ing the inter-entity boundary 
lines to cast their ballots. 

Elsewhere. Bosnian Serb 
police stopped a minibus car- 
rying eight Muslim voters at 
Krupa. south of the Serb 
stronghold of Banja Luka, 
NATO spokesman Col. 
Brook said. 

“The Muslim voters were 
invited by police to vore in 
the local polling station at 
Krupa. They were told 
polling stations in Banja 
Luka were very busy,” Col. 
Brook said. 

The refugees decided not 
to vote and returned to 


Travnikinihe Muslim-Croat 
•federation. Bosnia's other 
entity. 

Both NATO-led peace 
Implementation Force 
(ITOR) and the or^isers of 
the landmaik vote, the 
Oisanisation for Security 
and Cooperation in Europe 
(OSCE), stated the vote bad 
gone smoothly with cobpeia- 
tion from authorities and 
police from both entities. 

Seventy-seven buses carry- 
ing voters bad crossed from 
the federation into tbe 
Republika Srpska by 5KX) 
p.m. (1500 GMT), the multi- 
n^onal force said. 

Most were believed to be 
carrying Serb refugees from 
other countries. 

Tbe organisers said ■ it 
appeared that a very low 
□umber of Muslims had 
voted in the Serb entity. 

U.N. spokesman Mans 


Nybcig said he was “sur- 
prised and disappointed by 
the fact that a big number of 
refugees and displaced per- 
^Qs have not used the 
opponunity to vote in their 
places of origin." 

Bosnian Serbs turned out 
in force to vote os wanted 
war crimes suspect Radovan 
Karadzic, the ousted Serb 
“presidenu” kept a low pio- 
file. 

More than half the regis- 
tered voters in pale bad cast 
their ballots by early after- 
noon without any major inci- 
denL 

However, Judge Svetislav 
Stanojevic. electoral com- 
missioD ebainnan for tbe 
Serb-nin Republika Srpska, 
said that because of "grave 
errors," thousands of people 
not registered on elected 
lists risked being deprived of. 
tbe right to voie.

IRAQ SAID on Saturday it 
hoped its decision to sus- 
pend missile attacks on 
U.S. and allied warplanes 
enforcing no-fly zones 
would help defuse the mili- 
tary standoff with Washing- 
ton. 

At the some time Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein 
also ordered the strengthen- 
ing of the country's air 
defence.s despite tbe with- 
drawal of lus threat to 
attack allied warplanes 
patrolling “no-fly zones" in 
the north and south of Iraq. 

The official Iraqi News 
Agency (INA) said Presi- 
dent Saddam had met with 
air defence commanders 
and ordered them to beef up 
air defences in anticipation 
of a U.S. military strike. 

The United States contin- 
ued its military buildup in 
the region by ordering 
S.OOO troops to Kuwait. 
Eight Steal^ bombers flew 
into Kuwait at dusk on Fri- 
day. 


President Bill Clinton 
.sent Defence Secretary' 
William Perry to the Mid- 
dle East to discuss potential 
military moves. Mr. Perry 
is expected to visit Kuwait, 
Saudi Arabia. Turkey and 
Bahriun. 

Earlier it was announced 
that 5,000 soldiers based at 
Fort Hood. Texas, would 
leave this weekend for 
KuwaiL They join 1.200 
other U.S. solders there 
since August. 

The eight F-117A Stealth 
fighters can evade radar 
and used laser-guided 
bombs to hit targets in 
Baghdad in the 1991 Gulf 
war when a U.S.-led coali- 
tion drove Iraqi forces from 
Kuwait. 

The aircraft carrier Enter- 
prise, with 75 warplanes, 
was steaming from the 
Adriatic Sea, expected to 
reach tbe Gulf on Sunday to 
join, the carrier Carl Vinson. 
The two ships have F-14 
fighters adapted to carry 
accurate laser-guided 
bombs. 

The United States had 


already moved long-range 
6-52 bombers to a British 
hose on the Indian Ocean 
island of Diego Garcia, 
within striking distance of 
Iraq. 

The bombers were used 
to launch cruise missile 
strikes against Iraq last 
week in reprisal for Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein’s 
military incursion into 
northern Iraq on Aug. 31 in 
an alliance with one Kur- 
dish faction a gains t anoth- 
er. 

The land, air and sea mil- 
itary buildup reflects Wash- 
ington's doubts about Iraq's 
latest pronouncements 
aimed at defusing two 
weeks of tension with the 
United States. 

A spokesman for Iraq's 
ruling Revolutionary Com- 
mand Council said on Fri- 
day evening that attacks on 
U.S. and allied warplanes 
patrolling no-fly zones 
would stop as of midnight 
local time (2000 GMT).

Government said studying 
option of early elections

AMMAN — The govern- 
ment of Prime Minister 
Abdul Karim Kabariti is 
considering holding early 
parliamentarv' elections, a 
government ' source told 
die Jordon Times Saturday. 
The opposition Islamist 
movement reacted 

favourably to the idea. 

“The government is con- 
sidering holding early elec- 
tions but the idea has not 
matured yet,” said the 
source who, preferred 
anonymity. The term of the 
present P^ament ends in 
October 1997 and elections 
are due in November. 

Ishaq Al Fatfaan, secre- 
tary-general of the Islamic 
Action Front (lAF) party 
which leads tbe opposition 
in Parliament, said: ‘Talk 
about eariy elections is pre- 
mature since the govern- 
ment has not come up with 
a dear idea about it yet." 

"The lAF’s priority is on 
election law that would 


eliminate the negative 
effects of the one-person, 
one-vote law. The impor- 
tant thing i.s how the elec- 
tions will be held and 
whether they will be fair, 
and on the basis of what 
law,” said Dr. Farhan. 

On prospects for the 
lAF s participation in early 
elections, he said: ‘The 
lAF, which took part in 
previous elections, sup- 
ports the democratic option 
although it continues to 
oppose the one-person, 
one-vote election system.*’ 

The Constitution does not 
provide for early elections, 
but His Majesty the King 
has the power to dissolve 
Parliament and in this case 
elections should be held 
within four months of the 
dissolution of the legisla- 
ture. 

Another lAF member. 
Abdullah Akaileh, a deputy, 
said; “I will be committeil 
to any decision taken by the 
lAF as a party, but person- 
ally I welcome this propos- 
al. 


T myself had proposed 
the holding of early elec- 
tions but we must first have 
a new election law that 
would replace .the one-per- 
son, one-vote law,” Dr. 
Akaileh said. 

“However, if there is no 
hope of changing the pre- 
sent election law, I- support 
early elections. But if there 
is a chance for changing 
the present law for the bet- 
ter then I do not mind 
delaying the elections,” he 

added 

The election law in force 
at the moment divides the 
country into 20 electoral 
districts with varying num- 
ber of voters and parlia- 
mentary seats. It grants 
each voter the right to vote 
only for one candidate in 
his or her consdniency. 
When this provision was 
enacted in 1993 it was 
opposed by political parties 
and criticised by many 
politicians and political 
activists.

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Pope Shenouda urges 
united Arab position 
to regain Jerusalem 


CAIRO (Agencies) — The 
head of the Coptic Chrisciun 
Church has called on Arab 
countries to forge a united 
position on Jerusalem, say- 
ing he feared that the Holy 
City had already fallen 
‘'pan and parcel** to Israeli 
interests. 

"1 fear that by delaying 
negotiations on Jerusalem 
to a final phase. Israel will 
be able to eliminate all Arab 
presence tin Jemsalem)." 
Pope Shenouda HI said in 
an interview published by 
the Arab daily A1 Hayat on 
Saturday. 

Pope Shenouda said Israel 
could then carr>' out a refer- 
endum involving a majority 
of Jews and a tiny minority 
of Arabs “whose results will 
be in Israel's interest." 

“Every day dial goes by is 
not in the interest of the 
Arabs. And I fear that 
Jerusalem has been confis' 
cated part and parcel" by 
Israel, he said. 

His remarks were pub- 
lished as Arab League for- 
eign ministers met here to 
disciLSs the stalled Middle 
East peace process, includ- 
ing the “Judaisaiion" of 
Jerusalem and plans by 
Israel to expand settlements 
in Palestinian territories. 

Pope Shenouda did not 
refer to the meeting but 
called for a “strong Arab 
position" to force Israel to 
retract its policies. 

“Israel depends on Arab 
weakness and t Israeli Prime 
Minister Benyumin) 
Netanyahu will only retract 
his policies if he were to be 
confronted by a strong Arab 
po.sition." Pope Shenouda 
said. 

He paused the resolutions 
taken at an Arab summit in 
Cairo in June threatening 


to freeze normalisation of 
ties with the Jewish state 
unless it made progress in 
the peace process. 

Pope Shenouda al.so 
hailed Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak who said he 
would scrap a regional eco- 
nomic conference sched- 
uled for Cairo in November 
unless Israel gave up its 
hardline positions. “'There 
is no doubt that Israel has 
economic ambitions in the 
Middle East and would like 
to see the conference held 
on time. 

Therefore if Netanyhau 
sees that the Arabs are not 
afraid he will have to revise 
bis .strategy." he said. 

Egyptian Foreign Minis- 
ter Amr Musa said on Fri- 
day that Arab leaders were 
“very pessimisde" about the 
future of the Middle East 
peace process and could 
reconsider the policy of 
normalising ties with Israel. 

Palestinian Informadon 
Minister Yasser Abed 
Rabbo said “recommenda- 
dons" to freeze the normal- 
isation process with Israel 
may be adopted at the Arab 
League conference. 

Pope Shenguda is a 
staunch cridc of Israel and 
has banned Copts from 
going there since 1970 
when Israel took over the 
Coptic monastery of De'u- 
AI Sultan in Jerusalem and , 
handed it over to Ethiopian 
monks. 

Lost year Pope Shenouda 
refused to give communion 
to thousands of Copts who 
defied his ban on visiting 
Jerusalem last Easter 
despite a 17-year-old peace 
treaty between Egypt and 
Israel. 


UNICEF reunites 1 60 Sudan- 
boys with their families 


NAIROBI (AFP) — More 
than 160 boys from war-rav- 
aged southern Sudan were this 
week reunited with their fami- 
lies after being .separated for 
more than three years, the 
United Nations Children's 
Fund (UNICEFt said Satur- 
day. 

The 1 66 cliildrcn. aged 
between 10 and 18. have been 
living in camp.s for unaccom- 
panied minors in New Cush, 
near Sudan's biirder with 
Kenya, where they anired in 
June 19^5. after an arduous 
iwo-ye.ir journey by foot to 
Uganda .ind hack fleeing civil 
war in southern Sudan. 

Some left their homes to 
se.irch for education oppomi- 
niiies. according to a UNICEF 
.siaieinent. 

The reimificaliiin was cottr- 
dinaied by ' UNICEF, the 
Sudan Relief and Rehabilita- 
tion .Assix'iution and Radda 
Bamen. the Swedish branch of 


Save the Children. 

The boys, all from the Dinka 
ethnic group, were airlifted by 
UNICEF-hired buffalo caigo 
aircraft from Kenya's northern 
town of Lokichoggio to their 
home areas in Akou Adior. 
Thict and .Agangrial this week. 

UNICEF is providing basic 
education matcrial.s and 
teacher training for more than 
1.200 operating in southern 
Sudan in an effort to ensure 
that the children do not leave 
their families again. The 
agency is continuing family 
tracing activities for nn esti- 
mated 3,fi00 unaccompanied 
children living in camps in 
southern Sudan. More than 
1.200 children have been 
reunited with their families 
since 1992. 

Snuihera Sudan has been 
ravaged by 13 years of civil 
war pitting rebels of the Sudan 
People's Liberation Army and 
other groups against Sud.*inese

Tomb of pharaoh found near Valley of Kings 


CAIRO ( R) — The Egypt- 
ian authorities have found 
the tomb of a pharaoh near 
the Valley of the Kings in 
the ancient capital Luxor, 
the government newspaper 
AI Ahrain said. 

The pharaoh has not yet 
been identified but he 
belonged to the 19ih 
dynasty, which ruled Egypt 
between 1320 and 1200 BC 
— the “silver age" of the 
pharaonje empire. 

The tomb contains a sar- 
cophagus and a mummy. 
probaNy of the pharaoh 
itself, the Saturday edition 
of the newspaper reported. 

It did not say if the tomb, 
like those of most pharaohs, 
was robbed in ancient times 


but the list of contents sug- 
gested most of the burial 


goods had disappeared. 

A man who works for the 
£tal^.D.tiqyities department 


discovered the tomb 10 
years ago but inst^d of 
reporting it to the authori- 
ties. he built a hmise over 
the entrance in the h^ of 
finding treasures inside, it 
said. 

The underground tomb 
contains a large hall with 10 
column.s. six of them mar- 
ble, statues of -the pharaoh 
and his wife and a burial 
chamber with the large red 
granite sarcophagus and the 
complete mummy nearby, 
swaddled in its linen wrap- 
pings. 

The sacTOphogus. two 
metres long and one metre 
tall, has a complete lid and 
is decorated with hiero- 
glyphic writing and draw- 
ings in colour. It added. 

It said the burial chamber 
lay at the end of a spiral 
corridor 100 metres long, 
leading off pjjlored ball. 


The house is in the village 
of Guma. about two kilo- 
metres from the Valley of 
the Kings, the graveyard of 
most pharaohs throughout 
the second half of the 2nd 
millenium BC. The valley 
contains the famous tomb 
of Tutankhamun. which 
British Egyptologist 
Howard Carter found intact 
in 1922. 

The Egyptian authorities 
have tri^ for years to move 
people away fbom the 
Guma area t^ause of the 
tombs but they have met 
stiff resistance from fami- 
lies which have profited 
from the antiquities busi- 
ness for generations. 

AI Ahram said the man 
who built the house had 
been planning to sell the 
contents of the tomb abroad 
through a brother who lives 
in Europe. He bad been 


excavating the site with the 
help of his father and his 
brother, both of whom 
work or have worked for 
the antiquities department. 

The case is bound to put 
the spotlight back on the 
security of Egyptian antiq- 
uities after this week's 
attempt to steal some of 
Tutonkhomun's treasures 
from the Egyptian museum 
in Cairo. 

A young unemployed 
Egyptian man spent 
Wednesday night inside the 
museum and managed to 
remove 24 objects from the 
showcases. He was caught 
as he tried to leave the 
museum in the morning. 

On Thursday Prime Min- 
ister Kama! Ganzouri 
appointed a new secretary 
general for the Supreme 
Council for antiquities.

ADC calls for relief for Iraqi people^ 


WASHINGTON (Special)— In a letter to President 
Clinton, the American-Arab Anti-DiscrimiDiation Com- 
mittee (ADC) has e.xpressed serious concern about the 
Iraqi people ^ing denied the parti^ humanitarian relief 
promised by the United Nations' recent oil-for-food 
arrangement. “Notwithstanding the legalistic aigumeots, 
we believe that further deterioration of condidons in Imq 
and what it leads to in terms of suffering to the Iraqi peo- 
ple constitute a most destabilising factor in the region," 
ADC President Hala Maksoud said. ADC voiced its con- 
viction that the lifting of the sanctions, 'Vhile long over- 
due, will vitalise authentic democratic and corrective 
forces which can restore to li^ its potential for develop- 
ment and its ability to contribute to stability, justice and 
peace for Its people" — both Arab and Kurd. “We urge 
the U.S. admijustration to pilot in the United Nations the 
lifting of the sanctions as this will ensure die ending of 
the suffering long endured by the Iraqi people for policies 
practised by a repressive and adventurous regime," Ms. 
Maksoud wrote. 


Iran stops boy flying home to Britain 



LONDON (AFP) — Iranian authorities stopped a 17- 
year-old schoolboy with joint nationality as he tried to , 
board a flight home to Britain saying he had to cany outll 
military service in Iran, his family said Saturday. Reza' 
Afshar, was bom in Britain to Iraruan parents. He nav- 
elled back to Iran on his Iranian passport and therefore 
could be called to serve in the army. He was stopped on 
.Aug. 29 as he cried to fly home wi^ his mother and sis- 
ter, and now risks spending two years in the army, his 
family said at their home in Marlow, Buckingharnshite. 
west of London. His mother said Reza was very “wor- 
ried" and “depressed" about the future. She bad thought 
he could not be called for national service until he was 
1 S, but Iranian officials said the laws had recently been 
changed. A Foreign Office spokesman said there was lit- 
tle they could do since he had been travelling on his Iran- 
ian passport and was therefore treated as a citizen of 
Iran. 


Six killed in militant attacks in Egypt 


CAlROiAFPj — Militants shot dead .six po^ and wound- 
ed a securi^ guard in two separate attacks, including cot on 
Muslim woi^I^)eT5, in the southern province of Assho, 
police said oo Sanirday. In the first of Friday's attacks, gunmen 
opened fire on civilians standing outside a bouse in die village 
of Nazia AJ Mustagida in Assiut, 386 kilometres south of 
Caira police said. Mohammad Hasbem Emad and Ahmad 
Mekki Hussein were killed and a security guard. Mdiamroad 
Hussein (^ossem. was wounded in the tdtack, police said. The 
militants accuse security guards of acting as informants. In die 
other attack, gunmen opened fire on Muslims perfonniog 
evening prayers in the village of Tell Ai Zayed, killing Ah 
Ahmad Yunis. Fayez Emad Abdul Haq. Khayri Alxlul Fbmid 
Alta and Issam Abu Deif Mohammad, police said. A total of 
1.069 people have been killed in Egypt since 1 992 in aviokot 
anti-goveinment campaign launched by militants. 



Qadhafi using ^purifieation^^ to stamp his authonty 


TRIPOLI (Rl — Libyan 
leader Muommar QadhoTi 
has launched on ami-cor- 
ruption campaign he says 
w-jll keep the poor from 
burning down the property 
of the rich. Diplomats and 
hi.s opponents say it is his 
latest ploy at power poli- 
tics. 

The Libyan leader 
announced in June that 
army officers would spear- 
head a WOT on corruption 
and smuggling. “Purifica- 
tion” committees have tar- 
getied gold.smiths. money 
exchange bureaus and 
export and import shops. 

He vowed the begin- 
ning of September to 
aunch hundred.s more com- 
mittees of army and police 
officers and university stu-, 
denis to “clean up" Llby.-}. 

An impununt trade and 


foreign currency black mar- 
ket has develop in Libya* 
as a result of U.N. sancrions 
Imposed in 1992 for its fail- 
ure to hand over for trial in 
the Unired Semes or Britain 
two Libyan suspects in the 
1 9S8 bombing of a Pan Am 
pKnne over Scotland. 

The government decided 
after the sanctions nm to 
finance imports other than 
essentia! foodscuffs and 
equipment and not to allow 
citizens foreign currency 
for travel abroad. 

Since the start of the 
“purification" sweep, secu- 
rity forces have clt^ed 
down dozens of shops and 
arrested scores of traders, 
shop owners and a .Ncnior 
government official. 

In the latest of his 
renowned impromptu 
speeches to the Libyan 


masses on Sept. 2. Colonel 
Qadhafi painted a picture of 
Robin Hood-style “purifi- 
cation committees" which 
would take from the super 
rich to give to the indigenu 

“The purification com- 
mittees will tell whoever 
has three houses that he 
should only have one and 
ask him from where he got 
the other two and then give 
them to those who don't 
own houses." be said. 

“Whoever has 10 cars 
outside his bouse will take 
two or three cars and the 
rest will be distributed to 
families who don't have 
cars.. .If it weren't for the 
purification law and com- 
mittees. the poor — panlc- 
ulariy if I incited them — 
would bum down all the 
palaces, shops, forms and 
large cars in one night." he 


added. 

The anti-corruption drive 
has been extended into 
Libya's oil sector, which 
generates around $8 billion 
a year for the country. The 
Libyan news agency JANA 
has said the sweep could 
affect oil exports. 


Not everyone is con- 
vinced of Col. Qadhafrs 
good intentions. A member 
of the Libyan opposition in 
exile in Egypt told Reuters 
the purification law and 
committees, which Col. 
Qadhafi has paraded as cre- 
ations of the “masses." are 
his way of removing 
cohorts who have become 
loo powerful. 

'These committees are a 
tool he is using to change 
his men and to be in con- 
trol. In his speech he 


attacked the rich and threat- 
ened to set the poor against 
them. Who created the rich 
and the poor in Libya? How 
can there be poor in Libya 
when the country makes $8 
billion a year from oil?" he 
said. 

“He iQadbafi) is the one 
who creates the poor and 
the rich. He always gives 
the message that 1 create 
you and I can destroy you. 
It's a silly game." he added. 

Col. Q^afi came to 
power 27 years ago as a 
young army officer who 
headed a coup that toppled 
King Mohammed Idriss to 
establish a quasi-socialist 
state where resources ore 
owned by the people, who 
rule themselves through a 
system of nationwide com- 
mittees. 

A diplomat in Tripoli said 


Col. Qadhafi could be try- 
ing to assert his coatrol 
over the relatively influea- 
rial mercantile class. 

“We can't really figure 
out what the economic 
logic behind all of this is. It 
doesn't make sense, it's 
unfathomable. It seems to* 
be done for political rea- 
sons as much as anything 
else," the diplomat told 
Reuters. 

“It's an indication of 
beavy-handedness fiozn the 
regime wanting to stamp its 
authority on Tripoli. The 
Tripoli merchant classes 
have long been sort of out- 
side Qadhqfi’s power base 
— a part of Libyan society 
that he has to keep sweet 
but at the same time he has 
to show them who's boss," 
he added.

. JMinistry considers direct cash payments 
in place of subsidies for foodstuffs

AMM.\N — The govern- 
ment is seriously consider- 
ing substituting its current 
subsidies of sugar, rice and 
powdered milk with a 
direct cash subsidy and is 
preparing a feasibility 
study in this respect. Min- 
ister of Supply Munir 
Sobar announced Saturday. 


During a tour of markets 
in the Sweiieh district of 
'■ Amman where, accompa- 
nied by ministry inspection 
teams, he visited a number 
of markets, the minister 
said that no decision will' 
^^•be taken until all consider- 
ations have been taken into 
account such that the move 
will not negatively impact 
the public. 

The Ministry of Supply 
currently subsidises sugar, 
rice, and powdered milk for 
those citizens who earn less 
than JD500 a month. They 
and their beneficiaries 
receive quarterly food 
coupons to allow them to 
buy these commodities at a 
discount. . 

According to Mr. Sobar 
the ministry' has calculated 
that each eligible citizen 
currently receives JD9.65 
on a quarterly basis in the 
form of direct subsidies for 
sugar, rice and powdered 
milk. 

Mr. Sobar- maintained 
that the ministry will con-

tinue iLs distribution of 
food coupons to those eli- 
gible persons for the com- 
ing three months beginning 
Oct. 1, 1996. 

Ministry sources say that 
the projected cash subsidy 
might be effected at the end 
of the year. During hi.s 
inspection in Sweiieh. the 
minister met merchants, 
^en grocers, and private 
citizens to exchange opin- 
ions about the current mar- 
ket situation. 

He told the Jordan Times 
that die number of people 


who have regl.stered com-

AMM.AN (Petra) — Open 
canals have been causing 
a loss of nearly 40 per 
cent of the total water 
pumped from the ICing 
.AMuUah Canal, said Sec- 
retary General Dureid 
Mohasneh. 

The Jordan Valley 
Authority (JVAl has 
embarked on a project to 
transform an o^n canal 
water irrigation system to 
a closed pipes network to 
minimise water loss from 
evaporation and leakage 
which presently escape 
through cracks in the 
cement canals, according 
to an announcement by 
Dr. Mahasneh. 

“With the new network. 
The JVA hopes to increase 
the amounts of pumped 
water reaching valley 
farmlands from 60 per 
cent to more than 90.” He 
added noting that the pre- 
sent open canals system 
was built 32 years back 
and therefore its effieien- 
cv is gradually decreas- 
ins. 

The King Abdullah 
Canal is " undergoing 
repair, maintenance and 
dredsins at the cost of JD 
9.653 million which is 
partiallv being covered 
by a loan from'^che Euro- 
pean Investment Bank 
with the remainder pro- 
cured from the Jordanian 
treasury, according to Dr. 


Mahasneh who also said 
that the project is slated to 
increase the present effi- 
ciency of this canal by 10 
per cent. 

The- King Abdullah 
Canal Maintenance Pro- 
ject will take nearly tw'o 
years to complete and 
claims vital importance as 
the water w'hich will be 
supplied from Lake 
Tiberias to Jordan, in 
accordance witli the 1994 
Jordan-lsrael Peace 
Treaty, will arrive through 
the King Abdullah Canal, 
according to Dr. Mahas- 
neh. 

The treaty provides for 
30 million cubic metres of 
water annually. 

Dr. Mahasneh added 
that Jordan plans to build 
two dams; the first at the 
meeting point between 
the Yarmouk River and 
the Jordan River and 
another in the A1 Yabis 
area where a reservoir 
will collect flood water. 

He said that a feasibility 
study on these dams will 
begin early next year and 
has a projected comple- 
tion date of 16 months 
hence, with financing par- 
tially provided through 
loans from the European 
Union. 


AMMAN (Petra) — The 
Ministry of Culture has 
announced the Third Jor- 
danian Festival of Chil- 
dren'.s Songs to be held on 
Tuesday at the Royal Cul- 
tural Centre. 

Participating in the event, 
under the patronage of Her 
Majesty Queen Noon will 
be musicians and 
researchers from Jordan, 
Syria, Iraq, Yemen.

In a press conference 
convened Saturday, Dr Abu 
Ain said the four- day festi- 
val aims at showcasing 
children's culture as well as 
aiding participants from 
the various Arab states to 
observe first-hand experi- 
ments promoting children's 
activities .in the Arab 
World.

Clinton releases medical 


data in response to Dole 
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WASHINGTON (R) — 
Slung by complaints from 
Republican Bob Dole, the 
While House Friday re- 
lea^ President BUI Clin- 
ton's medical history to 
show dial be had no major 
health problems. 

Included in a packet of 
papers released was a repon 
that he underwent a test for 
HIV. the virus that causes 
AIDS, in 1990 and it was 
negative. The test was 
described as part of an 
health insurance physical. 

A four-page sununary of 
Mr. Clinton's medical histo- 
ry by his physician. Dr. 
Connie Mariano, s^d Mr. 
Clinton has +no history of 
hypertension, diabetes, tu- 
berculosis, sexually trans- 
mitted disease, cancer, 
stroke or heart disease.” 

The summary reported 
one problem that had not 
previously been disclosed 
— that he suffers from 
high-frequency hearing 
loss. But it said his hearing 
for regular speech is nor- 
mal. 

White House spokesman 
Mike McCuiry said the 
problem could be attributed 
to hearing gunshots at close 
range while hunting in Ar- 
kansas when he was grow- 
ing up. or loud music from 
playing in his high school 
band. 

Sen. Dole had repeatedly 
demanded that Mr. Clinton 
release his full medical 
reccMtis and suggested that 
his failure to do so meant 
the president may be hiding 
something. "Let's have your 
health records, Mr. Presi- 
dent,” Sen. Dole smd Thurs- 
day. ‘i gave diem all of 
mine.” 

That led to a White House 
news brieting Thursday du- 
ring a Cliotoo campaign trip 
in Fresno. Califomia. where 
Mr. McCurry was asked 
bluntly whether the presi-^ 
dent had a sexually trans- 
mitted disease. Mr. McCur- 
ry said no and told reporters 
he was "astonished” the 
question bad been raised. 

The Dole campaign was 
still not satisfied and said 
Mr. Clinton's medical re-

PHNOM PENH (R) — 
Cambodia’s King Norodom 
Sihanouk pardoned dissi- 
dent Khmer Rouge leader 
leog Saiy Saturday for his 
role in the feared guerilla 
group's “killing fields" 
reign in the late 1970s. one 
of tile country’s two co-pre- 
miers said. 

“His Majesty the King 
signed the amnesty before 
11 o’clock this morning 
with the support of two 
thirds of (the members of) 
parliament,” Second Prime 
Minister Hun Sen told 
Reuters. 

The premiers wanted 
amnesty for leng Sary. who 
split from Khmer Rouge 
hardliners in early August, 
in the interests of national 
reconciliation after decades 
of war and bloodshed. 

The king had earlier said 
be would only consider an 
amnesty on receiving writ- 
ten requests from the gov- 
einnment and a two-thirds 
majority of the 120-strong 
parliament. 

Mr. Hun Sen said it had 
been easy to collect the par- 
liamentary signatures as he 
and first Prime Minister 
Prince Norodom Ranariddh 
were leaders of the two 
mai n parties, the 
Cambodian People s Party 
and the Prince’s FUNCIN- 
PEC party. 

Mr. leng Sary, who was 
foreign minister during Pol 
Pot's brutal 1975-79 Khmer 
Rouge regime when more 
t han one million people 
died, was sentenced to 
death in absentia for his 
role in the genocide. 

But he has denied any 
involvement in the killing.^ 
and Monday said the gov- 
ernment should sort out his 
legal status in order for 
po y talks to advance. 

Mr. leng Sar>' split from 
the Khmer Rouge last 
month with several thou- 
sand followers and later 


struck a ceasefire deal with 
the government. 

But the hardline Khmer 
Rouge faction loyal to Mr. 
Pol Pot has condemned the 
breakaway group and 
remains al war. 

Khmer Rouge forces 
loyal to Pol Pot said 
Saturday they had taken 
control of Paitin, one of two 
major bases held by leng 
Sary's supporters in the 
northwest. 

But breakaway Khmer 
Rouge sources contacted by 
telephone in the border 
stronghold denied the claim 
and the government's 
armed forces Deputy Chief 
of Staff, Pol Saroeun, told 
Reuters: “It is not true. Do 
not believe iL” 

Radio controlled by the 
mainstream Khmer Rouge 
faction, in a broadcast mon- 
itored in Phnom Penh, said 
fighters loyal to Mr. Pol Pot 
controlled Pailin after fight- 
ing a small group of dissi- 
dents led by leng Sary ally 
Ei Chien near the border. 

The radio claimed that 
Conunander Ei (Thien had 
fled from Pailin, a gem- 
mining and logging centre 
close to the Tliailand bor- 
der, on Sept. 3. 

But Sok Lee, a Khmer 
Rouge official in Pailin loyal 
to Ei Chien, also denied the 
claims, telling Reuters by 
telephone, "if it is true (.that 
hardliners had taken Pailin). 
how can 1 slay hereT’ 

Divisional commanders Ei 
Chien and Sok Peap said last 
month they had split with the 
mains tream Khmer Rouge 
group and backed Mr. leng 
Sary and his moves towards 
peace and reconciliation. 

The Khmer Rouge signed a 
United Nations brokered 
peace accord in 1991 but 
later reneged on the pact and 
have been fighting the coali- 
tion government that 
emerged from general elec- 
tions in 1991- 


Bodies of 2 more TWA 
crash victims found 


HAUPPAUGE, New York 
(R) — Divers recovered the 
remains of two more vic- 
tims from TWA Right 8(X), 
leaving the bodies of 17 
victims still missing, offi- 
cials said Friday. 

The remains, recovered 
off the coast of Long Island, 
New York, in the past few 
days, are the first to be 
found in more than two 
weeks, according to the 
Suffolk County Medical 
Examiner's Office.' 

The remains of the latest 
recovered victims have 
been identified, the medical 
examiner said. 

Recovery teams have 
been searching for bodies 
and clues since the Paris- 
bound jet exploded in 
midair on July 17, killing 
all 230 people on board. A 
total of 213 bodies have 
been found. 

Investigators have found 
microscopic chemical 
traces of two types of 
explosives in the wreckage, 
but say they lack sufficient 
evidence to declare that a 
bomb destroyed the plane. 

They maintain there are 
still three possible explana- 
tions for die crash — a 
bomb, a missile or a 


mechanical failure. 

Ihe Washington Post 
reported in its Saturday edi- 
tions that investigarors have 
been unable to link the 
crash to international terror- 
ist groups. 

The paper quoted tdgb- 
ranking intelligence offi- 
cials as saying they suspect- 
ed from the start that the 
crash was the result of an 
explosive device and are 
confounded tiiat a netwoik 
of worldwide intelligence 
operations has f^ed to 
yield a useful connection 
between teirorists and the 
crash. 

*The e^idence of a bomb 
is shaky, and evidence of a 
mechanical failure is even 
shakier,” it quoted one 
high-ranking official as 
saying. 

Slowed in recent weeks 
bad weather, recovery teams 
have reuieved about 70 per 
cent of the plane's wmrkage 
from the ocean floor and say 
(hey e.\pect to finish the task 
in Ae next few weeks. 

Investigators are consider- 
ing vacuuming the sandy 
ocean bottom to sift for addi- 
tional evideiKe.

Italian secessionisfs march 
to sea hits low water 


CREMONA. Italy (R) — 
Secessionist Umberto B os- 
si’s trek across Italy to dec- 
lare “independence” for his 
self-styled northern state 
^tered Saturday when ri- 
ver conditions forced him to 
abandon a boat trip. 

But his supporters were 
out in force in brilliant sun- 
shine in the northern town 
of Cremona where Mr. Bos- 
si was due to begin a rally 
around midday. Witnesses 
said more than l.(X)0 people 
were already gathered on 
the second day of a three- 
day campaign. 

The firebrand leader, who 
Friday began his symbol- 
laden “march to the sea” 
along the River Po. Italy's 
longest river, was forced to 
drive instead of sail into his 
Northern League party's 
heartland in Lombardy for 
his first rally of the day. 

The League had hired a 
“taxi-boa^* called “Friends 
Of The Po“ to lake Mr. Bos- 
si from Pavia to Cremona, 
where he was due to 
address supporters around 
midday. But low. water lev- 
els along some stretches of 
the water forced the rethink. 

The abrupt change of plan 
followed ugly scenes at the 
end of the first day of Mr. 
Bossi’s campaign to liberate 
the vague norttem state be 
calls “Padania” which was 
set to culminate Sunday 
with a declaration of ind^ 
pendence in the lagoon ci^ 
of Venice. 

Left-wing youths attacked 
League supporters gathered 
oo the banks of the Po near 
Turin fOT a rally and fire- 
works show and police bad 
to use tear gas to bring the 
situation under control. 

About a dozen people,, 
including several police 
officers, were slightly buiT 
in Friday night's clashes 
started by some 7(X) youths. 
One car was destroyed and 
several damaged, police 
said. 

A light show spelling out 
the name “Padania” in the 
night sky at the end of the 
rally alro failed to go ac- 
cording to plan. 

The lights did not work 
and Mr. Boss! said sabotage 
was to blame. 

Confrision abounded over 
the exact programme of 
events on the second leg of 
Mr. Bossi's trip, which 
takes him through 
Lombardy to Boigofone 
near the mediaeval town of 
Mantua where his self- 
styled parliament of the 
north sits. 

League supporters in 30 


buses had been expected to 
try to block seven bridges 
across the Po in the town of 
Pavia but there was no sign 
of any activity, wimesses 
said. 

The party's deputy in 
Pavia, (jiancario MaJvesti- 
to. told reporters Friday that 
no such blockade was 
planned. But police said the 
demonstration bad been 
rescheduled for Sunday. 

The daily newspaper in 
Cremona, La Provincia, 
said Mr.’ Bossi's itinerary 
for Saturday remained “top 
secret”. 

The first of a string of 
anti-Bossi demonstrations 
in favour of Italian unity 
were planned during the 
day. including a rally by 
former Prime Minister Sil- 
vio Berlusconi in Verona. 
'Some 3,000 followers 
turned out in Turin to bear 
Mr. Bossi declare the first 
day, in which he conducted 
the quasi-religious rite of 
filling a flask with water 
from the Alpine source of 
the Po to symbolise ±e 
birth of “Padania," a tower- 
ing success. 

“The Padanian nation 
knows that we are carrying 


out an illegal act with 
regard to the (Italian! con- 
stitution." he told support- 
ers Friday. 

“We trust in the con- 
science of the people and 
international law, which 
recognises our right to self- 
determination.” 

Mr. Bossi, who garnered a 
better-than-expected 10.6 
per cent in Italy's general 
election in April, has 
brushed aside evidence 
since then that few Italians 
share his secession aspira- 
tions. 

He has promised that mil- 
lions will turn out in Venice 
Sunday evening for his dec- 
laration. which ±e League 
has likened to the U.S. d^ 
laratioQ of independence in 
1776. But an opinion poU 
published Friday showed 
just 7.6 per cent of Italians 
favoured secession and 85.6 
per cent were opposed. 

As Venice prepared for 
the League's grand finale, 
police said a party office in 
the city was attacked over- 
night by a firebomb, but da- 
mage was slight. An office 
of the far-right National 
Alliance was also targetted 
in another attack.

Thousands vie for place on Hong Kong leadership body 


HONG KONG (R) — Nearly 6,000 Hong Kong 
residents will compete for just 400 places on a 
panel entrusted with the critical task of pickiDg 
the territory’s future political elite after Britain 
hands it back to (2bina next year. 

Fei Fih, deputy secret^-geoeral of the 
Preparatory Committee office, stud 5,833 people 
applied for a place on the panel in a month-long 
nomination period which ended Samrday. 

“This shows Hong Kong peq)le are enthusias- 
tic about shaping their own destiny,” Mr. Fei 
said. 

The 400-strong Selection Committee will 
select the first person to lead Hong Kong after 
the territoiy reverts to Chinese rule in mid-1997 
after more than 150 years of British rule. 

The committee will also appoint a provisional 
legislature to replace the current elected body 
which is to be scrapped ‘by Beijing after it 


assumes power at midnight on June 30, 1997. 

Selection Committee members are expected to 
be ^pointed in October by Beijing's hand- 
picked Preparatory Committee, which is over- 
seeing the handover. 

The Selection Committee is expected to name 
the territory's first post-colonial chief executive 
in November. 

However, it is still unclear how the Selection 
Ckimmiaee’s 400 members will be chosen or 
how they in turn will choose Hong Kong's new 
chief executive. 

China has promised Hong Kong considerable 
autonomy when British rule ends in 290 days. 

But pro-democracy protestors Saturday con- 
demned China's method of picking the territory's 
future leaders. 

Tvwlve demonstrators attempted to submit a 
blank nomination form minutes before the dead- 


line as a symbol of what they said was unrepre- 
sentative and elitist selection process. 

Securi^ guards barred the protestors from 
enteriag the Preparatoty Committee’s office in 
Hong Kong's central business district The pro- 
testers then tore up the nomination form. 

“We are greatly di.sappointed,'' a spokesman 
for the demonstrators, Chan Kwok-Leung, said 
by telephone. “China only listens to wbat it likes 
to hear and receives nomination forms from 
those it likes." 

Beijing has assured Hong Kong citizens that 
they, not Chinese officials, will leid the territory 
of 6.2 million people who have been assured they 
can keep their capitalist way of life, unchanged 
'for 50 years. 

China, angered by electoral reforms sponsored by 
British Governor Chris Patten, plans to dismantle 
the existing fully elected chamber at the handover. 


Costly cab fare for 
workers who made 
crank call 

SINGAPORE (AFPj — Two 
young Malaysian wor-kers 
who tried to save taxi fore by 
calling a police emergency 
hotline to get a free ride 
home have been fined a 
whopping 6,000 Singapore 
dollars (S4.300) each. Lee 
Kok Hwee and Kong Chee 
Hong, both 19 and employed 
at a Singa-pore factory, were 
chatting the night away at a 
housing estate last May 
when they realised it was 
past midnight, the Straits 
Times re-ported Wednesday. 
Buses home were no longer 
in service and taking a taxi 
would have meant a post- 
midnight surcharge of 50 per 
cent of the fare, so they came 
up with the idea of calling 
the “ 999 " emeigency line to 
pretend they had been 
robbed. Police responded but 
when they were questioned, 
the two confessed that they 
made up a story about hav- 
ing been robbed of their wal- 
lets by six men in motorcy- 
cles, prompting the authori- 
ties to arrest -and pro-secute 
them. Mr. Lee, who made 
the telephone call, pleaded 
guilty to the charge of mak- 
ing a false report, while Mr. 
Kong admiued helping him. ^ 

Woman goes 
hungry at all-male 
club 

HELSINKI (R) — A Finnish 
union said Friday it may 
complain to equally authori- 
ties after Helsinki's all-male 
Bourse Club refused to serve 
dinner to a woman. Waiters 
at the club's restaurant 
snatched the place setting 
from in front of Riitta Tyo- 
lajarvi. a doctor, who bad 
arrived for dinner with her 
male colleagues after a mee- 
ting at the 84-year old exclu- 
sive club, daily Helsin-gin 
Sanomat said. ‘T thought at 
first it was a joke,” Dr. 
Tyolajarvi told the newspa- 
per. “But when do one 
any effon to correct the situ- 
ation, I got irritated and de- 
cided to leave.” Dr. Tyola- 
jarvi was representing the 
Finnish Confederation of 
Salaried Employees (STTK), 
which said it is considering 
lodging a complami with the 
equality om-budsman. A 
club spokesman said women 
— highly emancipated io 
Ro-land with the longest 
voting history in Europe — 
were strictly barred from the 
res-taurant on “Qub nights.”

HARARE (R) — Zimbab- 
wean N^ce-President Joshua 
Nkomo is rearing more than 
100 goats at his official Ha- 
rare residence against city 
regulations, a newspaper 
said Friday. The weekly 
Zimbabwe Independent 
newspaper said the veteran 
politician's neighbours in the 
posh Mandara district had 
lodged a complaint with the 
city council about the ani- 
mals. Council officials con- 
tinued the goats' presence.

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Lingering problem 


WHEN 46 per cent of our workforce is employed by 
government, then obviously there is something 
structurally wrong with the do business. According 
to the Department of Budget (DoB). JD 333 million 
is paid annually to civil servants in salaries,, an 
amount that represents 19 per cent of the entire state 
budget totalling JD 1,745 million in 1996. If we add 
the salaries of the militar>', the total percentage of 
salaries climbs up to more than 37 per cent of the 
budgeL The problem does not end there because 
there are 114,449 retired civil and military people 
who receive JD 189 million annually, according to 
the latest calculations. Combining the salaries of 
civil servants, the military and the retired brings the 
aggregate percentage to more than 46 per cent of 
the state budget. 

Not only that The state stil was to pay the salaries 
of people employed by independent public institu- 
tions, an additional JD 81 nuUion or 13.4 per cent of 
the budgeL State universities and institutioiis of 
higher learning pay salaries to some 9,700 people, 
amounting to JD 65 million and representing more 
than 10 per cent of the budgeL Assimiing that state 
universities and independent public institutions con- 
stitute a dilTerent category of state expenditure, 
because most of them are self-sufllcient in terms of 
earnings and expenses, we are still stuck with two 
sets of facts: almost half of the country's one million 
workforce is dependent on the state for employment 
and more than 37 per cent of the state budget is ear- 
marked to salaries of so-called active civil servants 
and military personnel. 

As for expenditure on retired people, there also 
seems to be a big problem there bemuse we have 
somehow manag^ to needlessly create a very large 
iHimber of retired which could have been avoided 
•When th«>goveiii&CDent in all its branches send people- 
•jKtiremeni;ft:not only inflates the number of retirees 
ibut also i^lenishes the ranks d civil servants and 
military personnel with at least an equal number of 
people. In the final analysis, the government ends up 
paying twice instead of once. This In itself calls for a 
more economical retiring policy The crux of the 
problem does not Ue there In any case. The main 
issue here is whether the country should reverse the 
trend of increasing dependency on the government 
for employment by downsiring the state workforce 
and creating new opportunities within the private 
sector to absorb the bulk of the Jordanian working 
class. As vve talk about privatisation, we should begin 
the process of downsizing state bureaucracy right 
away. It is no secret that many of those employed by 
the state are not as productive as they should be. Cut- 
ting out the fat from civil service promises not only 
the reduction of costs but also increase in productiv- 
ity. Of course there is no denying that when the gov- 
ernment hires less people, it will have to find new- 
working opportunities for tiiose left out elsewhere. 
This is where privatisation and free enterprise come 
in. In order fur the government to take drastic and 
effevtive measures against unproductive expendi- 
tures it will have to take the necessary steps to spur 
the private sector into action. Business confidence, 
though, may not be as hi^ as some of us pretend it 
to be for a variety of reasons. Tfae measures adopted 
thus far to encourage private investment still need to 
be strengthened and invigorated. We realise however 
that the problem in not one that can be solved in a 
short period of time. We also realise that a reform of 
the public sector should be effected gradually. Mean- 
while. a serious elTort should be launched to identify 
the access baggage of civil servants and to either 
retain and relocate them or prepare them for work 
within the private sector.

Sunday’s Economic Pulse 


Past decade sees painful drop in standard of living 



ONE MAY not believe that the current standard of living 
of the Jordanians is 47 per cent lower than it used to be fO 
years ago. but this is a fact which should not be ignored. 

Using the per capita share of the gross domestic product 
(ODP) as an indicator to measure the well-being or the 
standard of living is sometimes misleading. Major compo- 
nents' of GDP have nothing to do with the population's- 
standard of living, such as public consumption, invest- 
ments and capital formation, exports, imports and change 
in inventories. 

The fundamental component which determines the stan- 
dard of living is the average share of the individual of real 
private consumption. The question then boils down to 
what has happened to the per capita real private consump- 
tion over the past 10 years: 1985-1995. 

In 1985. private consumption in Jordan stood at JD 
1.794.4 miluon. It rose to JD 2.858.1 in 1995. in current 
prices, a nominal increase of 59.2 per cent or an aveix^e 
annual growth rate of 4.76 per cent 

ITus would have looked like a reasonable growth rate 
bad it not been for the fact that prices rose during the same 
period by 9 1 .4 per cent, an annual compound race of 6.7 
per cent, an indication that the real volume of private con- 
sumption in 1995 was in effect equal to JD 1.496.4 million 
in 1985 dinars, or less than the private consumption in that 
year by 16.6 per cent in constant prices. 


To make things- even worse, this smaller amount of 
goods and services which was avaUable for private con- 
sumption was to be distributed among a greater number of 
consumers. The population of Jordan used to be 2.69 rnil- 
liofl in 1985 but rose to 4.25 million in 1995. Thus, per 
capita consumption calculated at constant 1985 prices 
dropped from JD 667.2 in 1985 to JD 352 in 1995.

Based on the above, we can conclude that the standard of 
living of the average Jordanian individual declined by 47.2 
per cenL to reach 52.8 per cent of the level which was pre- 
vailing in 1 985. a decline of 6.2 per cent a year for ten con- 
secutive years. 

Admitt^y. the above figures and conclusions stun me. 
1 went over the figures and calculations twice to make sure 
I was correct based on the statistics published by the Ce^ 
tral Bank of Jordan. I still hope that some other economic 
analysts will prove me wrong. 

Naturally. ^ level of private consumption Ui 1985 may 


not be the right yardstick. After all. we admit that the Jor- 
danian people were, at that time, living beyond dietr 
means. At the time, the relatively high level of consump- 
tion was made possible by heavy bonowing and Arab aid. 
Such a level should be reduced or at least frozen for a few 
years while all growth should be devoted to savings and 
investment However, slashing consumption by almost 
one half of what it used to be 10 years ago did not cross 
the mind of any economic planner. Not even the heartless 
International Monetary Fund officials and experts thought 
or demanded that Jordan go that far in adjustment. 

One has to take into account that this huge sacrifice was 
not distributed evenly among the whole population. Some 
social groups must have reduced their standard of living to 
less than half. 

Unfortunately, no index is available for wages and 
salaries in the private and public sectors to help detennine 
the real change in real income of those groups. However, 
if civil servants and labourers find the purchasing power of 
their monthly payments to be half of what it u$^ to be, 
despite several increments and salary adjustments they 
have been granted during the last ten years, they should 
not complain because this is what happened to the Jordan- 
ian people as a whole.

The late Yitzak Rabin was 
a general of a new era who 
revised that the future gen- 
erations of Israel and Pdes- 
tine need a hero of peace. 

The international commu- 
nity. the Israelis and the 
Palestinians should make it 
clear to Netanyahu and the 
extremists that the Middle 
East does not want new 
generals of war. 

This should be done with 
extreme care and maximum 
involvement. Violence, 
should always be avoided, 
otherwise we will turn once 
more to the vicious circle of 
Middle Eastern politics. 
But this should never mean 
allowing the expansionist 
anti-peace policy of 
Netanyahu to prevail. 

The question of how to do 
that can be aiLSwered by the 
peace camp in Israel. P^es- 
tine and the world. The 
U.S.. which is a partner to 
the agreements signed in 
the Middle East should not 
attend only signing celebra- 
tions or flinerals. It has on 
obligation to carry on an 
even-handed foreign policy, 
in spite of the ongoing elec- 
tion campaign. An Ameri- 
can role that is not fair can- 
not be accepted. That will 
definitely lead to negative 
repercussions throughout 
the Middle East and the 
U.S. interests as well. 

Europe has an obligation 
too. The myth that Europe 
cannot influence the situa- 
tion in tite Middle East is an 


old one. Europe is a giant 
who can do a lot. 

Three months ago. the 
Israelis voted for 
Netanyahu to become 
prime minister of Israel. It 
was a mere 0.4 per cent of 
the Israelis who made it 
possible for him to beat 
Shimon Peres.

The Israeli choice 


It is quite important for 
the decision* makers and 
politicians in the Middle 
East to understand the rea- 
sons behind the Israeli 
choice. 

Based on a thorough fol- 
low up of the Israelis' mood 
and reaction to the peace 
process since the Oslo 
^^reemeou I believe that it 
is basically their worry and 
uncertainty regarding tiie 
future that decided such a 
result. This was a major 
factor but the other major 
factor had to do wtti^ the 
reluctant policy of the pre- 
vious government of Shi- 
mon Peres during the year 
tiiat preceded the elections. 
During that period, and 
most probably for what the 
Labour mistakenly per- 
ceived as being a helping 
factor in the eleaions. i.e. ‘ 
projecting the Labour gov- 
ernment os a “tough'' one 
too. Peres pursued an “iron 
fist*' policy. 

The schedule for the rede- 
ployment of the Israeli 
army from Hebron was 
delayed more than once. 
The West Bank and Gaza 
were sealed off intermit- 
tently. thus preventing 
Palestinian workers from 
going to their jobs, which 
led to increased economic 
hardships for them. 

The l.sraeli army during 
that period waged a large 
scale anack of Hizbollah 
bases in South Lebanon, 
but succeeded only to hit 
Lebane.te villages and civil- 
ian quarters that resulted in 


peace pronuses. 

Netanyahu, making use of 
the reluctant policy' of the 
Labour, stressed on- the Vic- 
tors of fear, uncertainty and 
worry among Israelis 'dur- 
ing tils campaign. 

He used these terms dur- 
ing the campaign hundreds 
of times. He used diem 
eleven times during the 
only TV debate he had with 
Shimon Peres. He utilised 
oil the expertise he accumu- 
lated during hJs work in the 
U.S. to arouse in tfae Israelis 
their worries about “what is 
to become of Israel after the 


peace process. 

Because of this, and the 
reluctant policy of the 
Labour govemmenu die 
Israelis, who confirmed 
through polls on the eve of 
the elections that they are 
supporting the peace 
process. voted for 
Netanyahu. Their worries 
and fears, plus the extremist 
minority in Israel, voted for 
Netanyahu's programme 
that promised them lots of 
things, among which are: 
“More senlers on the West 
Bank and Gaza," no rede- 
ployment from Hebron and. 
on top of oil, the fact that 
“Jerusalem will never be 
negotiable." 


The Palestine worry 


The majority of Palestini- 
ans supported the p^ce ini- 
tiative of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO.) 
and accepted the promised 
“Palestine independent 
state" envisioned by the 
Oslo agreement. 

The Palestinians, who 
suffered a lot under occupa- 
tion for the past twenty 
eight years, believed the 
promises given by the 
donor countries and their 
leaders “(hat milk and 
honey will soon flow.*' 

The face is that neither 


milk nor honey have flown. 
The Israelis kept their grip 
OD the economic situation 
while thd Palestinian 
Authority could not man- 
age to start projects that 
would create jote for the 
Palestinians. 

As a result the Palestini- 
ans, who waited and suf- 
fered for a long time, are 
becoming frustrated. 

Furthemiore, the Palestin- 
ian National Authority 
(PNA) was not able to open 
the door wide for Palestin- 
ism nationals who possess 
the know-how to partici- 
pate in the establishment of 
Institutions. Instead, the 
PNA filled the -file and 
of the institutions with PLO 
thenlbefts'!'wb6V in "spite ,6f 
their struggle and sacrifice, 
might not be the best to 
man the jobs. 

The democracy the Pales- 
tinians were longing for 
was 'm fact never allowed 
by the Israelis nor (proba- 
bly as a result) by the PNA. 

The Palestinian elections 
did not translate the aspira- 
tions of the Palestinian peo- 
ple. or of those who enthu- 
siasiicaily anticipated 
changes to the better. 

It is well-understood chat 
the Palestinians voted for 
die lists engineered by the 
president and his organisa- 
tion Fateh. The fact that the 
“old" organisations were 
still appe^ng to the major- 
ity of the Pttiesiinians. the 
absence of plurality and the 
lack of experience of the 
Palestinians in the democ- 
ratic life (having been 
under occupation for 
decades) pushed the Pales- 
tinians to choose Yasser 
Arafat to fulfill his promis- 
es about the “milk and 
honey" of the peace 
process. 

Nine months later, the 
Palestinians are disappoint- 
ed. No milk, no honey. 
Only Netanyahu and the 
policy of destroying Arab 
houses in Jerusalem, reject- 
ing redeployment of Israeli 
forces in Hebron, hesitating 
to meet Arafat, confiscating 
more Arab lands to build 
new roads for the settle- 


ments. etc... 

A new redeployment of 
Israeli forces in the West 
Bank was implemented in a 
way that brought back the 
situation of two years ago. 
That created a serious 
worry among Palestinians. 
In fact it made the Palestini- 
ans doubt the future of the 


peace process. 

Moreover, the PNA. in 
order to comply with the 
Israeli request for security, 
gave fiill authority to differ- 
ent security institutions. 
This was misused in some 
cases, and the security insti- 
tutions used the “free band" 
against innocent Palestini- 
ans. using unacceptable 
methods for torturing the 
suspects. That brought 
about further feelings of 
mistrusL 

The result of these Israeli- 
PNA factors made the 
Palestinians sceptic and 
pushed them to a self- 
defdnce position. 

The conditions that pre-iri 
vail in the Middle East ' . 
' presendy. .^ quite tense ; 
and complicated, lliey ^ 
the result of (he pursuit by 
the Israeli government of a 
policy that 15 not in harmo- 
ny with the peace process. 

The Israeli government 
follows a policy that does 
not abide by the agreements 
already signed with the 
Palestinians. 

Instructions were given to 
allow settlers to enlarge 
their settlements on (he 
West Bank, to demolish 
Arab houses in East 
Jerusalem and to change the 
provision plan to redeploy 
the Israeli army in Hebron. 
As a reaction to such a pol- 
icy, President Ai^at 
declared that the Palestini- 
ans can resort to other 
means and soon start anoth- 
er intifada. He called for a 
general strike, which was 
effective as a protest 
agmnst the Israeli mea- 
sures. 

Both Netanyahu and 
Arafat bad their first meet- 
ing. Netanyahu did not 
change his mind or his pol- 
icy. 

He is ready to negotiate 
but according to his pro- 
gramme and not on the 
basis of resolutions or pre- 
viously signed agiwraents. 

He is not ready to discuss or 
negotiate Jerusalem. 

He is not ready to stop 
settlers from expanding in 
the West Bank. 

Arafat, on the ocher hand, 
cannot afford to remain 
silent vis-5-vis such poli- 
cies of the Israeli govem- 
menL 

Both leaders will be rac- 
ing during the comina 
months again.st time. This 
peri^ is that of American 
presidential elections and 
developments in the Gulf 


region. 

Such a race, with all the 
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contradictions involved, 
might lead to the breakout 
of big problems. 

The Palestinian frustra- 
tion will increase day after 
day if Netanyahu continues 
his policy for the Palestini- 
ans feel that they are left to 
accomodate the Israeli poli- 
cy. Therefore, it is quite 
important and essential to 
keep the peace process 
going and to stop the poli- 
cies of the Israeli govem- 
mem. 

The peace process is 
strategically going on; it 
will suffer ta^tic£^;^.,i^,t^ 

^’Nbtanyahu goveri^ht 
•^o&tinues 'to '' 
inaotivities tHaif'aiie 'ag^t 
' the' text and spirit of peace. 

AU efforts should be 
coordinated to make it prac- 
tically impossible for 
Netanyahu’s goveroment (o 
create realities that endan- 
ger the peace process straie- 

gically. In coordinating die wpn' Tniir 
efforts, basic principles 
should be kept and respit- 
ed. The main one is no vio- 
lence as it can only result in 
more violence. 'Iberefore, 
the struggle against 
Netanyahu's policies 
should be completely void 
of violent activities that can 
lead to bloodshed. 

The struggle should use 
civil means and should be 
carried out by both Israelis 
and Palestinians. That will 
be a qualitative change and 
a first step towards a future 
Israeli-PaJestinian coopera- 
tion. 

The peace camp in Israel 
that was negotiating “yes- 
terday” with the PLO is 
required to join forces with 
the PLO. “Today" the joint 
efforts of the Palestinian 
and Israeli peace camps 
will have a prog ramm e and 
a plan of struggle to force 
the Israeli government to 
stop all activities (hat 
endanger the peace process. 

A supreme committee 
from the Labour and peace 
camp in Israel and die PLO 
Md peace forces in Pales- 
tine should be formed soon 
to map out a plan. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of P^es- 
timans and Israelis do a 
lot.

FOLLOVi^G THE release of student acceptance lists 
by Jordanian universities in AugusL one wonders about 
die nature of the student selection procedures adopted. 
Many of our universities enjoy international recogni- 
tion. but they still fail to spot the inadequacy of our cur- 
rent student selection nierhod.s. This can have danger- 
OU.5 long-term effects on the efficiency of our future 
workforce. 

Thi.s especially concerns .students annually admitted 
to university to study subjects that lead to vocational 
careers, such as medicine and law. Any doctor would 
tell you dial a fantastic achievement in the tawjlhi exam 
is hardly an as.set for making a good doctor: any lawyer 
would tell the same. It is ridiculous, fm example, to 
immediately turn down all aspiring doctors with tawji- 


hi scores lower than 96 per cent'. It should be obvious to 
all that at least by chance of probability, many of these 
rejected applicants will have person^ qualities that 
make them well-suited to becoming talented profes.sion- 
als. 

A most ba.sic requirement for successful selection of 
our future doctors and lawyers would be to have stu- 
dents interviewed by a panel of senior professionals. 
This panel may be able to pick up some applicants with 
rho.se desirable qualities, spot some who are forced into 
a profession because they achieved the grade, and be 
more considerate towards the dedicated ones who 
worked bard to enter a long-sought career but achieved 
marginally less than required. 

An interview list would still consist of high achievers, 
but should be more flexible and include a wider range of 
tawjihi scores.

(R) ^ Huiricane Hortense looked likely to spare 
the United States mainland a drenching as it headed north 
through the Atlantic Friday but the Dominican Republic 
and Puerto Rico were counting the cost of its Caribbean 





rampage. 

Votous reports from Dominican officials put the number 
of dead as high as 10, with 50 people missing. The death 
toll in Puerto Rico rose to 15. 

^llages and towns in the Dominican Republic were cut 
(^ and thousands of people sought temporary shelter after 
their homes were swept away, the officials said. 

After dousing Puerto Rico and the Dominican Republic 
earner this week, Hortense accelerated and lost power 
Friday as ii headed toward the cooler waters of the north- 
ern Atlantic, the National Hurricane Centre said. 

At 11 a.m. edt (1500 GMT), Hortense 's centre was near 
latitude 29.8 north and longitude 70.9 west, or about 740 
kilometres southeast of Cape Hacteras. North Carolina. 

It was moving North near 18 mph (29 kph) and a north- 
northeastward motion with an increase in forward speed 
was expected during the next 24 hours. 

Ma.ximum sustained winds have decreased to near 110 
mph (177 kph) and were likely to weaken fiither Friday. 
t 'It’s looking like it should be out of the area of the east 
coast by Saturday night or Sunday,” Michelle Huber of the 
National Hurricane Centre told Reuters. “There may be 
some higher waves on the beaches but that’s about all.” 

In Puerto Wco, declared a disaster zone by President Bill 
Clinton, police found another body Friday morning in the 
ntHth central mountain town of Sidra. 

That brought the official death toll to 15. mostly from 
floods and mudslides, but several people were still miss- 
ing. 

‘■We’re expecting the number of dead and missing to 
rise,” said police spokeswoman Maribel Hernandez. “We 
are just now gening into towns that were inaccessible.” 
One of the bodies recovered Thursday was the last mem- 
ber of a family of six, all of whom were killed when river 
waters swept away their home in southeastern Guayama 
town. 

The death toll in the Dominican Republic was also like- 
ly to rise. The official figure Thursday was eight but con- 
fused figures emerged Friday. 

Amabie Aritsy Castro, president of the Dominican 
Senate, said at least 10 people had died. The Civil Defence 
in Santo Domingo said the number of missing had reached 
50. 

Three provinces — Altagracia. Nagua and Samana — 
were declared to be in a state of emeigency as swollen 
rivers burst their banks and sent flood waters down moun- 
tains and valleys. 

The Public Health Ministry said three people were killed 
and three missing in Higuey, 166 kilometres east of the 
capital. 

Reponers who travelled to Higue>[ said at least five 
bridges had been badly damaged, cutting off a number of 
towns and villages. People had been virtually without elec- 
tricity or drinking water since Tuesday, officials said. 

Public buildings were full of homeless people. Food and 
bl^fticets had been brougjii;^ by helicopter but relief sup- 
plies .iyere scarce, officials^^d. 

After leaving ihe Domiidfian Republic, Hortense' passed 
the Turks and Caicos Islands, a British colony of about 
13.000 residenis, overnight on its way to the Bahamas. 
Officials in the Turks and Caicos smd damage was minor 
and no casualties had been reported. 

Forecasters said large swells could affect Bermuda and 
parts of the U. S. east coast during the next day or two.

Rap Star Shakur dies 


LAS VEGAS (R) — Rap 
music star Tupac Shakur, 
whose lyrics about crime 
and violence often mirrored 
his own troubled life, died 
Friday, six days after his car 
was sprayed with bullets in 
a gangland-style ambush. 

Sha^, shot four times, 
died at University Medical 
Centre in Las Vegas Friday 
aftemooiL the hospital said 
in a statement. It said the 
cause of death was “respira- 
tory failure and cardiopul- 
monary arrest.” 

Shakur. 25. one of the 
most notorious performers 
of hardcore “gangsia” rap, 
had been in critical condi- 
tion since Saturday night's 
shooting near the famed 
Las Veg^ strip, j, 

He his‘"ngfi[L/f|mg 
removed m one of two 
operations last Sunday. The 
hospital had released little 
information about bis con- 
dition but hospital sources 
said be had been on life 
support since the surgery. 


Shakur is best known for 
raw lyrics laced with vio- 
lence, sex and prol^^ 
describing life in the black 
ghetto. His latest album. All 
Eyez On Me. released this 
year, celebrated his own 
outlaw image and sold sev- 
eral million copitt. 

Beloved by music fans — 
and detested by politicians 
— for songs that celebrated 
violence and misogyny. Sha- 
kur was no stranger to trou- 
ble. having spent much of the 
last two-and-a-half years in 
court, prison or hospitals. 

Shtdnir's fans were 
shocked and saddened by his 
death. 

About 40 of them gathered 
outside the Las Vegas Hos- 
pital, walking around 
in a dai^.Rap music played 
fronijadar stereo. 

“I feel sad. It’s like you 
lose somebody you knew 
even though you didn't acoi- 
ally know him. When I heard 
I cried." said high school stu- 
dent Avia Ruff, 17.

Since its inception, ii bas bene- 
fited 1.475 women and their 
families, who have earned JD 
6.866 in wages, which consti- 
rute 40 per cent of the family

The Bani Hamida project has 
now been transferred from the 
care of Save the Children to a 
new Jordanian NGO tnon-gov-

(tourism) priorities with con- 
servation/sustainable develop- 
ment requirements. Private 
sector involvement in the pro- 
tection of our national patrimo- 
ny is becoming increasingly 
effective. The first initiative 
was the Petra National Trust 
(PNTi, which was founded In 
1989 for the preservation of 
Petra antiquities, cultural her- 
itage aud environment. After a 
meeting I had mib its director 
general in 1990 to duscuss con- 
serv3rion/pFe.serva[ion issues, 
UNESCO [the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organisation] seat a 
multi-disciplinary team com- 
posed of specialists in town 
planning, conservation, site 
management and tourism, to 
produce, in cooperation with 
Jordanian experts, a Petra 
National Park Management 
Plan. An oiganisatioo of spe- 
cialists. officials, represema- 
nves of different sectors of 
development and the local 
community are using the plan 
as a frame of reference for 
achieving a responsible bal- 
ance between preservation con- 
cerns and the development of 
sustainable tourism. 

The Higher Committee for 
Sustainable Tourism 

Dev'elopmeni in the Petra 
region coordinates the efforts 
of the public and private sec- 
tors in protecting the environ- 
mem of Petra whi Ic strengthen- 
ing and monitoring private 
investors and providing neces- 
saiy infrastructure. The 
Higher* Committee and the 
PNT meet regularly to set and 
review guidelines to approve 
the architectural designs of 
new hotels and other projects 
in Petra. 

There are diverse projects 


that range from the develop- 
ment of Petri's infrastructure 
to income-generaiiag schemes 
for women of the region. For 
example, the Ministry of 
Tourism and Antiquities, the 
Ministry of Water and 
Irrigation, the Department of 
Antiquities, in cooperation 
with the World Bank and the 
United Slates Agency for 
International Development are 
working on a comprehensive 
site management plan that 
includes an urban land-use 
plan, improving and expanding 
the water network, establishing 
a central waste-water treatment 
plant, protection against winter 
flash floods and ensuring the 
preservation of the site's vul- 
nerable environmental and cul- 
tural resources.

Separatist commander reported 


shot in inter-Chechen combat 


MOSCOW (Agencies) —A 
separatist commander was 
killed overnight in fighting 
* between CThechens loyal to 
Moscow and separatist for- 
ces, a Russian Interior Mi- 
nistry spokesman in the 
Caucasus republic, cited by 
Interfax, said Saturday. 

According to the spokes- 
man, the combat flared 
when a group of separatist 
fighters moved into the vil- 
lage of Ken Yurt in the 
Nadterechny region, north- 
western Ch^henya, to set 
up a military post, and were 
met by resistance from 
armed anti-separatists. 

The report has not been 
confirmed by other sources, 
and the identity of the com- 
mander who died was not 


given. 

Nadterechny has been 
broadly opposed to the sep- 
aratist cause, and was one 
of the main strongholds 
against former separatist 
President Dzhokhar Duda- 
yev who came to power in 
1991. 

Many of the towns and 
vUlages in the region have 
put up roadbloclu to slow 


the advance of s^aratist 
soldiers, although many of 
the region's inh^itants last 
week told AFP reporters 
that they wished to see rec- 
oncilitaion between the two 
Chechen parties. 

Meanwhile, in Urus Mar- 
tan, 25 kilometres south of 
Grozny, a local political 
leader denied rumours that 
have been circulating in the 
capital for several days ac- 
cording to which armed 
anti-separatists were pre- 
paring to launch an attack 
on Grozny from the town. 

“It's absolutley without 
foundation,” said Lioma 
Gaysultanov, who admitted 
that there were around 
1,000 armed men who “do 
not Like” the separatists, but 
that there was “no question” 
that they launch an attack. 

Parallel to the Russian 
peace process, the separatist 
leadership in the republic 
has been making effi^ to 
avoid a civil war breaking 
out between those in favour 
of an independent Che- 
chenya and those Chechens 
loyal to Moscow, many of 
whom feel betrayed by toe 


peace deal. 

In Moscow, members of 
the Russian government 
met Saturday morning to 
discuss toe next steps in the 
peace initiative. 

Top Russian officials con- 
vent by Prime Minister 
Viktor ChemomyrtUn re- 
newed Moscow’s insistence 
that a final peace deal with 
Chechen separatists must 
ensure that tbe region 
remains an integral part of 
Russia. 

“In the course of the meet- 
ing it was stressed that toe 
resolution of all these com- 
plex issues must be based 
only on the constitution of 
the Russian Federation and 
on toe principle of toe terri- 
tori^ integrity of Russia,” 
toe government press ser- 
vice said in a statemenL 

It said Mr. Chernomyrdin, 
who has taken on some 
responsibilities from Boris 
Yeltsin while toe president 
prepares for heart surgery, 
bad charged some officials 
with new tasks aimed at a 
lasting settlement following 
toe peace deal signed by 
Kremlin securiQ' chief

Satkiam Hussein muse live up 
to bis intemational obligations: 
stop his aggression against the 
Shiite and Kurds; stop taking 
threatening actions against 
U..S.. British, French and 
Turkish aircraft; live up to his 
obligations imposed on him 
after the Gulf war; stop sup- 
porting terrorism; stop violat- 
ing human rights. 

“I can't imagine that there is 
anything be (Saddam Hussein) 
could say to us that would con- 
vince us that be is not bent on 
aggression,” Mr Bums sai± 
“One thing we liave learned 
about Saddam Hussein over the 
last five years... (is that) be 
cannot be trusted.” 

“If there were a diplomatic 
- solution available to tbe United 
Stales, we would surely take 
it,’’ Mr. Bums said.

President Clinton. mean- 
while. took his case against 
Iraq to the American people 
Saturday, spelling out U.S. 
interests in the Gulf but wito- 
oui mentioning the U.S. troop 
buildup in the region or future 
action. 

“America's vital interests in 
toe Persian Gulf are constant 
and clear; To help protect our 
friends in the region against 
aggression, to work with others 
in toe fight against terrorism, to 
preserve the free flow of oil. 
and to build support for a com- 
prehensive Middle East poli- 
cy,” the president said in his 
weekly Samrday nationwide 
radio address. 

Washington has also warned 
Baghdad against trying to 
rebuild air defence systems 
destroyed in the cruise missile 


strikes. 

But Iraq warned that it could 
kill Mr. Cliuton's chances of 
reelection in November if he 
made false moves id Iraq. 

"Don’t wager on the Iraqi 
card and don't risk any new 
anempt to make Iraq's people 
cower, for electoral reasons.- 
Leave Iraq alone.” tbe offical 
Al Qadissiya newspaper said.

AJ Jumhouriya said 
Iraq "has shown ■ great 
restraint.” On top of Mr. 
Perry's tour. National Security 
Advisor Anthony Lake and 
Undersecretary of State Peter 
Tarnoff were to travel to 
Europe to rally support for the 
U.S. pressure on Iraq. 

The Iraqi informatiort 'reinis- 
ter. Abdul AJ Gbani Abd Ai 
Ghaftir. lambasted toe U.S. 
State Department's Burns for 
accusing President Saddam of 
squandering money on palaces 
and stowing some in foreign 
bonk accounts. 

"They are the palaces of the 
Iraqi people that they have 
built for Saddam Hussein...," 
Mr. Abdul Gbafiir said in a 
statement repotted by the Iraqi 
News Agency. 

He also denied that President 
Saddam had any secret 
accounts and suggested that if 
the baito accoimts existed the 
United States should confiscate 
the money. 

“I say to them (Americans), 
take all the money registered in 
toe name of Sadd^ Hussein in 
foreign banks."

Madrid daily El Pais said 
Saturday, quoting government 
sources. 

An official from toe joint 
U.S.-$panish qomminee made 
an eleventh hour request to 
land at least eight Stealth fight- . 
ers Thursday -“a^if U was just ; 
one more routine stop.” with- 
out meeting the terms of bilat- 
eral accords, the newspaper 
said. 

A government source, who 
asked to remain anonymous, 
wa.s quoted as saying that 
Washington "acted very badly. 
Spain is a loyal ally of the 
United States, but also a sover- 
eign country and it must not be 
treated like a colony.” 

Kuwait's govemment, mean- 
while, revived a call for toe 
overthrow of President 
Saddam, saying that toe crisis 
over Iraq would not end unless 
toe Iraqi leader were ousted. 

“We want to see an end to 
tois re^me sooner rather than 
later,” Ktiwaid Information 
Minister Sheikh Saud Nasser 
Al Sabah told a news confer- 
ence in Kuwait City. 

“This crisis will never be 
over until Saddam goes,” he 
said. 'This cat-and-mouse 
game has to end." 

An Iraqi opposition group, 
meanwhile, charged that sever- 
al Iraqi security agencies have 
shifted their headquarters to 
northern Iraq. 

The Iraqi National Congress 
(INO said Major General Fadil 
Mohammad, head of military 
intelligence for tbe eastern sec- 
tor, had moved his headquar- 
ters from the city of Kirkuk to 
Erbil. tbe main city in Iraqi 
Kurdistan. 

Mtyor General Walk! Nayef 
Shibib, director of military 
intelligence for the northern 
sector, had shifted his bead- 
quaners from the town of 
Mosul to Dohuk, in Iraqi 
Kurdistan, the INC added in a 
StatemenL 

The director of the intelli- 
gence service and the director 
of the public security service 
have moved from Kirkuk to 
Ertril, tbe group said. 

Kirioik and Mosul are both 
located south of the 36th 
Parallel, ontside the flight- 
exclusion zone for Iraqi aircraft 
policed by allied warplanes 
since the 1991 Gulf war.

Japan reports rise 
in exports to UAE 


ABU DHABI (AFP) — The 
United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) imported more 
Japanese products in the 
first half of 1996 but trade 
dropped in terms of U.S. 
dollars due to a slump in the 
yen. officioj figures showed 
Saturday. 

Japan's expoiis to the 
UAE nominally declined by 
around 3.S per cent to $1.06 
billion in the first half of 
1996 from about SI. 10 bil- 
lion in the some period of 
1995. the Japan External 
Trade Organisation 

(JETRO) said. 

But in Japanese currency, 
the exports increased to 
113.1 billion yens' from 101 
billion yens. JETRO said in 
a repon from its UAE 
otfice. 

“Japan's overall trade 
with the UAE in the first 
half of 1996 was bouyant 
and encouraging. 

“However, due to the 
strengthening of the U.S. 
dollar against the yen, the 
trade value in terms of U.S. 
dollars had shown a nomi- 
nal decrease." said JEll^O 


Director Shigeru Kimuta. 

‘The favourable exchange 
rate situation had benefited 
die UAE by way of having 
more imports from Japan 
for Ie$s cost. The current 
dollar-yen exchange rate 
appears to be helping a 
surge in trade tetween 
Japan and the UAE." 

The report showed the 
UAE's exports to Japan 
nominally fell to $5.20 bil- 
lion from $5.26 billion. But 
in real tenns. they grew to 

551.8 billion yens from 
around 482.9 billion yens. 

Crude oil exports declined 
to around $4. ! 8 billion from 
$4.22 billion In the same 
period despite higher oil 
prices. The lei^rt attributed 
this to a drop in supplies to 

215.9 million barrels from 
224.5 million barrels. 

The UAE is the top oil 
exporter to Japan, supplying 
it with nearly 25 per cent of 
its total crude imports. 

The level is set to increase 
in the near future as Japan's 
crude consumption is grow- 
ing steadily and Tokyo has 
large investments in .the 


Emirates' energy secter. 

The report show^ the 
UAE's gas exports to Japan 
increased to $339.4 tniUion 
in the first half of 1996 from 
$312.7 millioD in the first 
half of 1995. 

Aluminium exports fell to 
$84.2 million from $92 mil- 
lion. 

Japan's exports to the 
UAE. its top economic part- 
ner. include mainly cars, 
watches, electrical appli- 
ance. machinery and other 
manufactured products. 

While car exports shrank 
in value to S1S8.3 milUon 
from $221.3 milli on, they 
surged in quantity to 17,960 
units from 13.451. 

Manufactured products 
dipped to $1.03 billion fix)ra 
$1.08 billion, and machin- 
ery and equipment to 
$743.8 million fvm $836.7 
miUioo. 

The figures showed the 
trade surplus rem^ed 
largely in favour of the 
Emirates, standing at 4.13 
billion dollars in the first 
half of 1996. 
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Palestinian price index rose 0.7% in August 


RAMALLAH, West Bank 
(R) — The Palestinian con- 
sumer price index tCPD in 
the West Bank, Gaza Strip 
and Arab East Jerusalem 
rose 0.7 per cent in August 
from July, a Palestinian 
official said on Saturday. 

Hazera A1 Shunar, gener- 
al director of the Statistics 
IDepaitment of the 
Palestinian National 
Authority (PNA) , said the 
0.7 per cent rise brought 
consumer inflation to 7.9 


per cent between 
November 1995 — when 
the department began cal- 
culating the index — and 
August 1996. 

He told reporters the 
highest rise was in the Gaza 
Strip where the CPI 
jumped by 0.8 per cent, 
compared to a rise of 0.42 
per cent in East Jerusalem 
and 0.14 per cent in the 
West Bank. 

Mr. Shunar said the rise 
in the August CPI was 


close to Israel's August CPI 
rise of 0.4 per cent which 
indicated “the close linkage 
between the Palestinian 
and Israeli economies''. 

‘The Palestinian econo- 
my is affected by any 
change In the Israeli econo- 
my tecause years of occu- 
pation made us dependenL 
Most of our goods are 
imported from Israel.” he 
said. 

However, Mr. Shunar 
said unlike in Palestinian 


areas inflation in Israel was 
balanced by an increase in 
wages. "This is not the case 
in Palestinian areas, so this 
leads to stagnation in our 
economy and to a higher 
poverty rate.” 

Palestinians, who won 
self-rule in ports of the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip 
in 1994, have no nation^ 
currency and use the Israeli 
shekel or the U.S. dollar. 

Mr. Shunar said the most

state assets, a senior union 
leader said. 

Leaders of COSATU, the 
country's most powerful 
labour grouping with 1.8 
million members, decided 
in two days of committee 
meetings to oppose privati- 
sation, while suggesting 
“strategic” nationalisation 
moves to the government. 


the SAPAnews agency said. 

COSATU General 

Secretary Sam Shilowa told 
a press briefing that “whole- 
sale privatisation” intiatives 
were driven by greed and 
the desire to r^uce the 
state's production capacity 
in favour of privately owned 
producers. 

The congress believes 
state-owned companies 

which provide postal ser- 
vices, telecommunication, 
electricity, public transport, 
housing, health and other 
services should remain in 
state hands. 

However, Shilowa said 


COSATU was in favour of 
the sale of assets that bad 
been used by the former 
apartheid regime to perpetu- 
ate “the apartheid divide" 
betti'een races. 

In E)ecember. Deputy 
President Thabo Mbelu 
aimounced that the govern- 
ment was to launch a pri- 
vatisation process in consul- 
tation with organised 
labour. 

Such entities as state carri- 
er South African Airways, 
smaller airlines Sun Air and 
Transkei Air, telecommuni- 
cations Giant Telkom, 
power supplier Eskom, the 


Airports Company, and, 
more recently Metro Rail, 
have since been identified 
as companies that could be 
“restructured.” 

In June, so-called six-a- 
side teams of labour and 
government representatives 
were established to discus.s 
restructuring state assets in 
various sectors. 

COSATU has consistently 
opposed the restructuring 
plans, although the union

IMF approves $350m for Russia 


WASHINGTON (R) — 
The International 

Monetary Fund Friday 
handed over ^ut $350 
milli on to Russia, saying 
the country’s economic 
reform programme 

remains on track. 

An IMF spokesman said 
the fund's board was 
pleased .that Moscow was 
pushing ahead with .struc- 
tural economic reforms 
after slow progress on that 
front in the first half of tills 
year. 

“The (economic) pro- 
gramme remains on track." 


the spokesman said. 

The money released 
Friday was the latest 
tranche of a $ 10.2 billion, 
three-year loan for 
Moscow that was approved 
in February. The IMF is 
handing over that money 
on a monthly basis depend- 
ing on Russia's adherence 
to its reform programme. 

An IMF mi.ssion will 
visit Moscow next week as 


part of that process. 

IMF First Deputy 
Managing Director Stanlye 
Fischer told Reuters finan- 
cial television earlier this 
week that the fund was 
"quite satisfied” with 
recent progress on the eco- 
nomic front in Russia. “If 
you take a serious look at 
Russia they have achieved 
miracles." he said.

Thousands protest DHL 
Strasbourg hub plan

Abu Dhabi set to launch 
world’s biggest Islamic bank 


STRASBOURG, France 
(R) — At least 12,000 
people ^otested on Satur- 
day against plans by DHL 
Worldwide Express to set 
up a cargo hub at Stras- 
bourg airport saying the 
flights would keep locals 
awake af night 

The demonstrators 
marched through the east- 
ern French city, home of 
the European Parliament 
led by a car topped by a 
megaphone that blared a 
recording of a plane tak- 
ing off. 

“No to night flights.” a 
banner said. Organisers 
said up to 20,000 people 
took part demanding diat 
Strasbourg airport be 
closed from 11 p.m. to 6 
a.m.. Police said 12,000 
attended. 


DHL says it has not 
^ven up hopes of opening 
its proposed Rhine Valley 
regional air cargo hub at 
Strasbou^-Entzheim. A 
report this week by three 
leading local officials 
^including mayor Cather- 
ine Trautmann said it was 
unacceptable. 

“No compromise is pos- 
sible,” said Pierre Cham- 
bon. a university professor 
at Saturday's march who 
heads one of the anti-DHL 
groups. “We will act until 
the project is completely 
abandoned.” 

The final decision is up 
to the French Civil Avia- 
tion Authority. The project 
has won strong support 
from the Strasbourg 
Chamber of Corrunerce 
and many local businesses 


despite opposition from 
environmentalists and res- 
idents. 

The express distribution 
group had planned inidaJ- 
ly one or two nightly 
flights from Strasbourg 
using Convair and Electra 
aircraft in late 1996, rising 
to seven a night next year. 

The flights would link 
Strasbourg with DHL's 
European hub at Brussels 
and regional centres at 
Britain's east Midlands, 
Copenhagen, Nuremberg. 
Cologne, Bergamo and 
Vitoria. Deutsche 

Lufthansa AG and Japan 
Airlines Co Ltd each hold 
a 25 per cent stoke in 
DHL. 


ABU DHABI I AFP) — The 
Gulf emirate of Abu Dhabi is 
set to launch the world’s 
biggest Islamic bank to take 
advantage of the growing 
regional demand for such 
financial institutions, 

bankers said Saturday.

It will be the second Islam- 
ic bank in the UAE after the 
Dubai Islamic Bank fDIB). 
the biggest Islamic bank in 
the world in terms of p^d up 
capital, which stood at 420 
million diifaams ($1 14.4 mil- 
lion) at the end of 1995. 

Bankers said the new unit 
would be highly feasible as 
there is strong demand for 
Islamic bank services in the 
UAE and other conservative 
Gulf states. 

Quoting unidentified offi- 
cials, the UAE economic 
weekly Emirates Today said 
die bank’s majority share- 
holders includ^ Ae Abu 
Dhabi government and local 
businessmen. The remaining 
shares will be floated in the 
local market. 

“An etniri decree setting 


up the bank and defining its 
statute, activities and i^iial 
is expected to be issued 
sbOTtly.’' the magazine said. 

The creation of the bank 
follows the collapse of the 
Bank of Credit and Com- 
merce International (BCCI) 
in 1991 for allegations of 
massive baud. 

Abu Dhabi, the main oil 
producer in the UAE owned 
around 77 per cent of BCCL 
which was one of the biggest 
monetary establishments in 
the world. The emirate has 
ofiered $1.8 billimi in com- 
pensation for BCCI credi- 

U»5. 

“Despite the large number 
of banks in the UAE the 
new Islamic bank will be a 
successful venture as there 
are many, clients for such 
units.” a UAE banker said. 
‘This was evident in the 


tolerations of DIB over the 
past decade.” 

Islamic banks do not deal 
in interest which is prohibit- 
ed by Islam as usury. But 
they charge a percentage of 
the profits on the project 
they finance. 

Apart focNH DIB, the UAE 
has 46 commercial banks, 
with assets of around 170 
billion diriiams ($46.3 bil- 
lion). 

Most of them have report- 
ed recOTd profits over the 
past few years due to a boom 
in the construction and trade 
sectors, the rruun beneficia- 
ries of bank crests. 

Dealers said they expected 
the floated capital of the new 
Islamic bank to be quickly 
overscribed given the large 
domestic Uquidity and 
investors' confidence in 
enterprises with government 
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involvement. 

“There is no doubt that the 
new share issue w'ill give u 
strong boost to the stock 
market, which has suffered 
from a lack of share floata- 
tions over the past 1 0 years,” 
said Zuhair Kaswoni. a lead- 
ing UAE stockbroker. 

"I think the capital to be 
owned by the private sector 
would be oversubscribed in 
a short period of time as the 
maiket is awash with liquid- 
ity and there is strong confi- 
dence in government ven- 
tures.” 

Dealers and bankers said 
they expected 55 per cent of 
the new bank's paid-up capi- 
tal to be put for public sub- 
scription. The rest could be 
owned by the government 
and wealthy .sheikhs and 
businessmen.

Popov plans comeback, 

aims for 2000 Olympics 


PARIS (R^ — Double Olympic champion Alexander 
Popov, stabbed in a Moscow street last month, said he 
would return to swimming in October and race at the 2000 
Sydney Gaines. 

“I'm convinced 1*11 swim again at the Sydney Games,** 
Popov said in an interview published Friday. 

“1 can't say yet whether 1*11 win because it's too early. 
There are four years to go, but I’ll give it eveiything,** he 
told the French sports daily I'Equipe in an interview in 
Volvograd. 

Popov, knifed in the abdomen by a watermelon salesman 
during an ^umem on an August night in Moscow, under- 
went a delicate operation lasting more than two hours then 
spent a couple of weeks of convalescence' in a Moscow hos- 
pital. 

In Volgograd, where he developed into a world class 
swimmer. Popov was presented with a cheque and the keys 
to a car and an apartment for his Atlanta Games feat as the 
first man to retain both the 50 and 100 metres fre'e.scyle dur- 
ing a ceremony to honour the city*s Olympic medal win- 


Popov. who now trains in Australia and plans to return 
there next month after resting in Volgograd and his home 
town of Sverdlovsk, said it would take him at least six 
months to become competitive again but *‘1*11 get ttere’*. 

His surgeon said the 24>year-old Popov, who has lost 
more than five kilos, wodd make a complete recovety and 
be able to lead a normal life, but it was too soon to say bow 
the anack may have affected his future as a compeddve 
swimmer. 

Popov stud his first question on coming round from the 
anaesthetic was whether he would swim again and that it 
was very important for him to hear that he would. 

He joked that he might even be back for the world cham- 
pionships in Seville in a year's time. 

Popov dismissed suggestions he might turn his on 
Russia and take out Australian citizenship, s^tng die men 
who attacked him were not Russian.

Sacchi accuses Italy’s 
press of ^summary justice’ 


ROME (R> — Arrigo 
Sacchi accused Italy's 
media on Friday of “sum- 
mary Justice*' and making 
him a scape^at for his 
side’s humiliating early 
elimination from the 
European championship in 
June. 

Sacchi. in his first public 
comments in Italy since 
his team's demise in the 
group stage, admitted he 
bad made a few mistakes 
but blasted his fiercest 
critics. 

“Most of the criticisms 
that followed the chatnpi- 
onship were well taken." 
he said. 

“But not the summary 
jus.tkre.jn media that 
w^‘a|ip^"’at turning me 
into^lt scS^gbat anH* which 
failed to pomt out the pos- 
itive things we showed in 
England.'^ Sacchi told a 
news conference at 
Rome’s Olympic stadium. 

“When a team wins. il‘s 
everybody’s merit: the 

players, the coach, the 
organisation." he said. 

“And when a team loses, 
it’s everybody’s fault.*' 

The Italian media had 
called for Sacchi 's head 
after the Euro 96 debacle. 
He was lambasted for not 
including key players in 
his storting linc-up against 
eventual " finalists the 
Czech Republic, a match 
the Italians lost. 

Bur he has managed to 


weather the summer 
storm, aided by an indis- 
soluble two-year contract 
he signed just before Euro 
96 and a power vacuum 
within Italy's National 
Soccer Federation. 

Last month Rnffaele 
Pagnozzi was named 
“extraordinary' commis- 
sioner" of the federation 
after Italy 's clubs failed to 
find a replacement for 
Antonio Maiarrcse. who 
resigned after the poor 
showing in England in 
June. 


Newsp^ers have report- 
ed that Pagnozzi had no 
choice but to retain Sacchi 
for at least tbe remainder 
of 1996. The Italians play 
world. , cup qualifiers 
gainst' Moldova and" 
Georgiu next month. 

Barring Ital^ failing to 
qualify. Sacchi is likely to 
stay on until the end of his 
multi-millJon dollar con- 
tract which includes the 
1998 World Cup in 
France. 

Asked if the absence of 
midfielder Roberto di 
Matteo and strikers 
Gianfranco Zola and 
Pierluigi Casiraghi con- 
tributed to ItaJy^ 5 defeat 
against the Czechs, Sacchi 
said: “I'm not sure we 
would have won if they 
had started." 

He said his biggest error 
was not to have noticed a 
drop in his players' con- 


centration after Italy beat 
Russia 2-1 in their first 
game. 

“It was a serious error 
becau.se we showed up on 
the pitch with a lack of 
determination and drive.

Adams, who has won 45 England 
caps* is reported to have made his con- 
fession ar a meeting of the players called 
by Pat Rice, who was appointed new 
caretaker manager at the troubled Lon- 
don Club on Friday. 

The inspirational central defender 
l^)s^ into his dnnk crisis after Eng- 
land's dramatic semi-fmal penalty 
shoot-out defeat to Germany in the Euro 
96 championships in June. 

It was then that the 29-year-old Adams 
had his first drink, ending a period of 
abstinence which had started at the end 
of February when he first faced up to the 
fact that be had a serious drink problem. 

One team mate in the England squad 
said: “For the Euro championships we 
basically had to stick Tony together with 
elastoplasr and put him out on the pitch. 
His bravery was awesome." Adams, 
who has not played this season b^ause 
of a reported knee injury, told players he 
hoped for the same support that Arsenal 
striker Paul Merson received when he 
admitted he was addicted to drink, drugs 
and gambling in November 1994. 

David Davies, director of public 
affairs at the Football Association (FA) 
offered adams the FA's help. 

Davies said: “Obviously, we are 
deeply concerned about this story. Tony 
Adams can be assured of our total sup- 
port in sorting out any problems he has. 


"His role as England captain during 
Eeuro 96 has been widely and rightly 
recognised as considerable." 

Adams' team mates were well aware 
of his problems with d rink. 

In December 1990 he was jailed for 
four months for drink-drivuig following 
a crash. 

Three years later be needed 29 stitches 
in his head after falling down drunk at a 
nightclub.

Sydney launches 2000 Olympic logo 



SYDNEY (R) — Sydpey 
launched the logo for the 
2000 Olympics on national 
television on Sauirday as 
Games oiganisers predicted 
an A$1.0 billion (USS8(X) 
million) raerchaodising 
bonanza over the next four 
years. 

Hie logo, featuring at its 
centre three Aboriginal 
boomerang shapes Joined 
together in a stylised image 
of an athlete, was unveil^ 
to a television audience as 
of a Sydney harbour- 
side ceremony attended by 
Prime Minister John 
Howard. The Sydney 
Organising Committee for 
the Olympic Games 
(SOCOG) has predicted it 
will earn A$100 million in 
copyright fees and royalties 
from domestic and 
international meFchandis- 
ing. 

Products bearing the new 
logo will be available for 
sale from January 1, 1997. 
Major sponsors wiU also be 
able to use the logo from 
that date, the official start 
of the four-year Sydney 
Olympiad. 

"The logo is part of a very 
substand^ marketing pro- 
gramme wluch will d^eUver 
about A$1.0 billion in 
turnover. About A$100 mil- 
lion will go to SOCOG." 
SOCOG Marketing Direc- 
tor John Moore said. 

The design also features a 
stylised outline of the Syd- 
ney opera house, the central 
feature of the logo used by 
the city in its bid for the 
Games. Its principal 
colours are blue, red and 
yellow to represent the 
ocean and Australia’s arid 
interior.

“We wanted the logo to 
bring in our culture, our 
country and our back- 
ground," SOCOG Chief 
Executive Mai Hemmeriing 
said. 

“It was also very impor- 
tant to us that the athlete 
should have centre place 
and that the athlete should 
be moving forward towards 
the new miJlenium," Hem- 
meriing said. 

A steel sculpture of the 
logo design has been erect- 
ed next to the water at Dar- 
ling Harbour in the city. 

The use of the boomerang 
symbol, a curved throwing 
stick which Aborigines tra- 
ditionally used for hunting, 
was welcomed by Aborigi- 
nal leaders, who are cam- 
paigning for land rights and 
social equality. 

Aborigines, numbering 
3(X),000 among Australia's 
18 million population, are 
the nation's most disadvan- 
taged group. Their life 
expectancy is 17 to 20 years 
Jess than white Australians, 
and have higher rates of 
unemployment and health 
problems. 

Some Aboriginal leaders 
have threatened to disrupt 
the 2000 Games as a way of 
protesting against their peo- 
ple's plight. 

SOCOG has estimated it 
will spend. A$i. 87 billion 
on running the Games. The 
New South Wales state 
government, as under- 
writer, is committed to 
spend AS1.9 billion on 
infrastructure. 


Court lifts detention order on Graf’s father

He is accused, together 
with family tax adviser 
Joachim Eckardt, of evad- 
ing 19 million marks 
($12.5 million) of taxes on 
his daughter's income 
between 1989 and 1993, 
and could face up to 10 
years in jail if convicted. 
Eckardt dso stands to be 
freed on bail if the Karl- 
sruhe court rules in his 
favour. 

At the trial, which be^ 
last week, Graf said politi- 
cians and tax authorities 
had led him to believe they 
approved of his methods of 
r^ucing tax on his mil- 
lionaire daughter's earn- 
ings.

ANKARA i.Agencies) — 
Iranian Foreign Minisier Ali 
Akhur V'ciuyuii suid Sunday 
that Teliran was ready to help 
Turkey comhai rcMl turkish 
Kurds in an effon to main' 
tuin security in their border 
areas.

He said that U.S. and 
Kuwaiti forces would take 
part in more joint e.\ercises 
at the end of the month that 
were tilreody planned 
before the rise in tension in 
the region. 

But" the Pentagon said 
Saturday that while thou- 
sands of army troops had 
been given orders to pre- 
pare for deployment in 
Kuwait, they "may not 
actually be deployed."

aggravated arson and negli- 
gently causing bodily harm 
comes amid continued 
uncertainty surrounding the 
deadly blaze of'early Jan. 
18, which provoked public 
outrage. 

Most of die hostel's occu- 
pants were black Africans 
seeking asylum, and the 
immediate reaction was that 
it was the work of German 
neo-Nazi extremists, compa- 
rable to such anti-foreigner 
arson attacks as those of 
Moelln in 1992 and Solingen 
in 1993 in which eight Turk- 
ish women and children 
died. 

Four children were among 
die dead, and .some of the 
victims leapt from upper- 
storey window.s to escape 
the smoke and fiame.s. Four 
German youths were arrest- 
ed ill the neighbouring 
region of Mecklenburg- 
West Pomerania after three 
of them were .seen in a car in 
the early hours in u Lucheck 
service station. One was 
drcs.scd as a neo-Nazi skin- 


head. But police concluded 
they had a water-tight alibi 
and rapidly released them. 

Eid. one of the 48 occu- 
pants of the hostel where he 
was living with several rela- 
tives. was arrested two days 
' ' after the fire on- the - basisf of 
■'•‘ffre ‘Vemark* •we“'weni-'tbe 
dllegedl^im'ade 
to" one bT the rescue-workers 
at the scene. He is also said 
to huve pinpointed where 
Che fire began on the first 
floor. Investigators believe 
the fire must have been ston- 
ed by somec^ne inside the 
building. 

But prosecutors have been 
unable to link Eid directly to 
the fire, and decided that 
they could not sustain an 
intention to kill. The manner 
in which the investigation 
was carried out has also been 
strongly criticised by the 
youth's advocates. 

Early July the affair 
appeared to take a new turn 
w'hen the four German 
youths were again inteiro- 
guied while the accused, 
who was commined for trial 
in June, was freed on bail. 

Sufwun Eid will be tried by 
a juvenile couit. because 
under German law one is a 
minor until the age of 21 and 
there has been doubt about 
whether he was 20 or 21 at 
the time. Over 60 witnesses 
are expected in the uial. 
which is scheduled to lust 
until mid-October. 


Uganda denies restoring 
relations with Sudan

Libya and Malawi, as well os 
from Uganda and the Sudan, to 
verify the situation on the bor- 
der tetween the two countries. 

Under the agreement, sig- 
ned by the two foreign minis- 
ters, Uganda and Sudan 
agreed to work to halt activity 
by rebels in the border urea. 
Each side has accused the 
other of supporting onu-goi - 
emmeni rebels.
